In  the  Stafford  case,  the 
natural  mother,  known  only 
as  Mrs  P,  gave  birth  to  the 
twins,  a boy  and  girl,  almost 
six  months  ago  and  was 
contesting  custody  with  their 
father,  a married  professional 
man  of  Asian  extraction  who 
donated  sperm  by  artificial 
insemination  and  agreed  to 
pay  a lump  sum  to  adopt  the 
children. 

After  the  birth  foe  mother 
refused  to  hand  them  over  to 
the  father  and  his  wife,  known 
as  Mr  and  Mrs  B,  who  were 
unable  to  have  children  of 
their  own.

A spokesman  for  the  department  said  last  night  that  the 
inspection  has  been  ordered  under  the  terms  of  the 
Education  (Grant)  Regulations  of  1983.  The  team's  brief 
would  be  to  “look  at  Raskin's  procedures  tor  securing 
academic  freedom’*.  , , , _ 

It  is  a matter  that  has  troubled  ministers  since  last  April 
when  students,  most  of  whom  are  strong  trade  unionists, 
boycotted  Mr  Selbonrne's  lectures.  The  Government, 
which  funds  the  college,  believes  that  the  authorities  (ailed 
to  take  effective  action  to  prevent  the  boycott.

For  companies  such  as  Bab- 
cock Power,  which  will  make 
the  steam  pipes  and  the  gen- 
erator equipment,  the  decision 
could  lead  to  orders  worth 
£10  billion. 

While  the  number  of  jobs 
created  will  be  substantial  it 
will  be  the  security  that  related 
orders  wifi  bring  which  wifi  be 
welcomed  in  the  works  at 
Renfrew.  A thousand  jobs  will 
be  created  and  400  fobs  under 
threat  will  be  saved. 

In  total  the  Sizewell  project 
will  create  about  10,000  jobs 


during  the  seven  years  it  is 
under  construction,  4,000  of 
them  in  the  ervii  engineering 
industry. 

Jobs  will  also  be  saved  in 
the  United  States  and  in 
France.  Westingbouse  in  the 
US  has  not  bad  a pressurized 
water-cooled  reactor  order 
since  1978,  and  Fromatom, 
which  wifi  build  the  pressure 
vessel  in  France,  is  near  the 
end  of  its  contract  for  the  34 
French  PWRs.

Doctor  accused  of  | Inquiry  on 
spanking  patients 


A family  doctor  allegedly 
spanked  women  patients  after 
telling  them  it  was  part  of  their 
treatment,  it  was  claimed 
■ yesterday. 

Dr.  Kenneth  Hines,  who  is 
now  appearing  before  the 
professional  conduct  com- 
mittee of  the  General  Medical 
Council,  allegedly  told  his 
patients  the  spankings  would 
help  them  with  emotional 
problems. 

Mrs  C,  who  consulted  the 
doctor,  told  a hearing  of  the 
committee  in  London:  “Dr. 
Hines  suggested  that,  in  order 
to  cure  me  of  my  guilt  he 
should  smack  my  bottom. 

“It  came  down  to  the  fact 
that  1 was  being  punished  and 
it  should  lake  the  form  of 
smacking  by  him  in  the  eyes  of 
God.” 

Mrs  A told  the  hearing  she 
went  to  Dr  Hines  when  her 
religious  beliefs  caused  a 
moral  dilemma  over  her 
boyfriend. 

She  said  the  doctor  devised 
a punishment  scale  for  her  — a 
smack  on  the  hand  for  petting, 
a smack  on  the  backside  for 
heavy  petting  and  spanking  on 
her  bare  bottom  for  having 
sexual  intercourse. 

“He  kept  bringing  religious 
comments  into  it”,  she  said.' 

Dr  Hines  told  his  patients 
that  they  would  have  to  go 
through  the  process  of  guilt, 
God  and  punishment,  fol- 


lowed by  forgiveness,  to  get 
rid  of  their  emotional  prob- 
lems. 

Dr  Hines,  who  is  alleged  to 
have  spanked  patients  at  a 
surgery  in  Glradands  Ave- 
nue, South  Woodford,  east 
London,  was  said  to.  have 
explained  the 'philosophy  be- 
hind his  “treatment”  to  " 
colleague,  Dr  Christoph 
Whitfield. 

Dr  Whitfield  loW  the  hear- 
ing that  Dr  Hines  had  told 
him  he  ft3t  his  therapy  worked 
and  was  justified. 

- He  said  Dr  Hines  had 
quoted  a passage  from  St  PanI 
to  the  Hebrews  about  chastise- 
ment 

Dr  Hines,  aged  42.  of 
Eastwood  Road,  Strath  Wood- 
ford, denies  gross  professional 
misconduct  by  improperly 
interfering  with  certain  female 
patients  by  advocating  phys- 
ical punishment  He  is  also 
accused  of  interfering  in  the 
specialist  care  of  a patient’s 
son. 

Dr  Hines,  who  now  runs  his 
own  suigery  with  2,500  pa- 
tients, denied  there  was  any 
intention  to  inflict  physical 
punishment  in  his  therapy.  He 
said  it  was  based  on  pastoral 
theology  and  his  religious, 
morals. 

He  also  said  it  was 
successful.

A GP  who  was  dismissed  by 
a girls  public  school  last 
December  was  awarded 
£8,000  compensation,  the 
maximum  award,  by  a tri- 
bunal at  Hereford  yesterday. 

Dr  Ralph  Holman,  aged  52,  ■ 
lost  his  post  as  school  doctor, 
after  seven  years  when  the 
governors  of  Malvern  Girls 
College,  Hereford  and  Wor- 
cester, decided  a female  doc- 
tor would  be  better  equipped 
to  advise  girls  on  moral  issues 
and  contraception.  Aids  and 
relationships  with  boys. 

The  tribunal  chairman,  Mr 
David  Powell,  ruled  that  he 
was  the  victim  of  unlawful  sex 
discrimination.  He  said  that 
there  was  no  proof  women 
were  better  qualified  than  men 


to  administer  moral  advice  to 
girls,  and  be  was  not  prepared, 
to  accept  “sexist  assump- 
tions”. 

“Being  a woman  is  not  a 
general  occupational  qualifi- 
cation for  being  a doctor  at  a 
girls  school”,  he  said. 

Afterwards  the  British  Med- 
ical Association  said:  “Hie 
result  will  establish  that 
employers  cannot  discrimin- 
ate between  mate  or  female 
doctors  in  any  area  of  the 
medical  profession  and  we 
think  that's  vitally  impor- 
tant” 

The  tribunal  had  been  told 
that  the  governors  decided  to 
employ  a woman  doctor  after 
increasing  pressure  from  staff, 
pupils  and  parents. 


Crisis  over 
new  exam 
in  schools 
says  union

The  introduction  of  the  new 
16-plus  exam,  the  GCSE  has 
turned  out  to  be  “liule  more 
than  a desperate  effort  to  cope 
with  a crisis”  according  to  a 
teaching  union's  survey . 

The  survey,  by  the  National 
Association  of  Schoolmas- 
ters/Union of  Women  Teach- 
ers, is  based  on  the  responses 
of  nearly  three  quarters  of  the 
local  education  authorities  in 
England  and  Wales,  and  more 
than  450  individual  teachers. 

The  findings  suggest  that 
most  of  the  600, QOu  14-year- 
olds  who  embarked  on  the 
two-year  course  last  Septem- 
ber are  getting  a raw  deal 
They  do  not  have  enough 
textbooks  or  equipment  and 
their  teachers  are  still  un- 
prepared. Many  teachers 
admit  that  they  cannot  cope. 

It  is  the  replacement  of 
examinations  in  whole  or  in 
pan  with  the  continuous 
assessment  of  pupils'  course- 
work  that  causes  teachers  the 
greatest  difficulties. 

They  say  the  criteria  are  so 
vague  that  it  is  hard  to  reach 
any  agreement  among  them- 
selves about  bow  pupils'  work 
should  be  marked.  They  also 
complain  that  they  do  not 
have  enough  time  to  check 
and  record  everything  that  is 
required. 

An  English  teacher  in  Cleve- 
land said:  “The  volume  of 
extra  work  and  the  insecurity 
of  being  unprepared  renders 
teaching  insupportable  — 1 
am  applying  for  posts  outside 
the  profession” 

A biology  teacher  on 
Humberside  said:  “My  feel- 
ings. and  those  of  my  depart- 
ment, can  be  summed  up  as 
frustration” 

A history  teacher  in  Mid 
Glamorgan  said:  “£200  has 
bran  provided  for  70  pupils 
and  this  is  insufficient  to  buy 
textbooks”. 

Art  and  design  and  technol- 
ogy teachers  complained  that 
classes  were  too  large  to  cany 
out  all  the  assessments. 

Mathematics  and  science 
teachers'  comments  were  the 
most  specific:  “An  extra  two 
hours  per  week  per  teacher  is 
required;  two  extra  teachers 
required;  15  days  extra  is 
needed  to  cover  the  practical 
.sessions;  the  department 
needs  another  £9,000. 

Only  six  out  of  71  local 
authorities  had  employed  any 
extra  teachers  in  time  for  the 
first  year  of  GCSE.

Walker  approves  Sizewell  B 


In  his  statement  announcing 
approval  for  the  Sizewell  B 
nuclear  power  station  in  Suffolk. 
Mr  Peter  Walker,  Secretary  of 
State  for  Energy,  told  MPS  that 
there  were  “no  safety  obstacles 
of  substance”  to  prevent  the 
licensing  of  the  station  in  the 
next  couple  of  months. 

He  had  been  told  that  by  the 
Nuclear  Installations  Inspec- 
torate. and  he  was  “fiiUy 
confident”  that  the  Nil  will 
continue  to  satisfy  itself  on 
safety  throughout  Sizewell  B's 
building  and  existence. 

Mr  Walker  said:  I haws  reached 
a decision  on  the  application  by 
the  Central  Electricity  Generat- 
ing Board  to  construct  a nuclear 
power  station  using  a pres- 
surized water  reactor:  the 
Sizewell  B station  in  Suffolk. 

The  CEGB’s  application  has 
been  the  subject  of  the  most 
wide-ranging  and  longest  public 

inquiry  coined  out  in  this 
country.  When  Sir  Frank 
LayfiekTs  report  was  debated 
the  thoroughness  of  his  work 
w3s  generally  acknowledged. 

MPs  would  be  familiar  with 
his  conclusion  that  there  is  a 
national  interest  in  building  a 
PWR  and  that  this  can  best  be 
met  at  SizewelL  He  found  that  a 
new  power  station  is  required  to 
meet  anticipated  need;  that  it 
should  be  approved  in  the  near 
future;  and  that  the  proposed 
PWR  is  likely  to  be  the  least  cost 
means  of  adding  that  capacity. 
The  inspector  further  concluded 
that  there  is  good  confidence 
that  Sizewell  B was  sufficiently 
safe  to  be  tolerable  and  that  the 
national  need  for  the  station 
overrides  the  local  interest  in 
favour  of  conservation. 

Sir  Frank  therefore  recom- 
mended that  _ consent > and 
deemed  planning  permission 
should  be  given  for  the  station, 
but  should  be  refused  for  the 
second  access  road.  He  also 
made  a number  of  detailed 
subsidiary  recommendations. 

The  inspector  closed  the  in- 
quiry in  March  197S  and  prop- 
erly reported  only  on  the 
evidence  be  had  received  before 
then.  In  reaching  my  decision, 
however,  1 most  consider 
whether  anything  has  occurred 
since  that  date  which  is  material 
to  my  decision  and,  if  so,  what, 
wejgbt  I should  give  to  any  such, 
■natters. 

I have,  in  particular,  consid- 
ered the  relevance  of  Chernobyl 
to  the  safety  of  the  proposed 
station.  I have  also  taken  into 
account  recent  changes  in 
electricity  demand  and  fossil 
fuel  prices. 

First,  in  relation  to  the 
Chernobyl  accident,  the  chief 
inspector  of  nuclear  installa- 
tions has  advised  me  that  the 
PWR  design  for  Sizewell  B is  of 
j a different  reactor  type  from  the 
Soviet  RBMK  design. 

All  nuclear  powers  stations  in 
the  UK,  unlike  those  in  the 
I USSR,  must  have  engineered 
control  and  automatic  protec- 
tion systems.  Moreover,  our 
system  of  regulation,  unlike  that 
which  is  applied  in  the  USSR, 
ensures  that  there  is  a proper 
and  reliable  procedural  frame- 
work of  controls.  AH  our  experi- 
ence in  the  UK.  has  demon- 
strated that  there  is  a superior 
safety  culture  to  that  which 
apparently  existed  at  Chernobyl 
and  which  allowed  the  repeated 


deliberate  non-compliance  with 
safety  procedures. 

The  chief  inspector  of  nudear 
installations  therefore  advises 
me  that  the  Chernobyl  accident 
docs  not  call  for  any  reconsider- 
ation of  the  conclusions  or 
recommendations  of  the  Lay- 
field  report.  I agree  with  his 
advice. 

in  his  report.  Sir  Frank 
Layfield  also  discusses  emer- 
gency plans  in  the  event  of  a 
nuclear  accident  The  Prime 
Minister  announced  on  Decem- 
ber 18  that  ibe  Government  was 
undertaking  a review,  in  the 
light  of  our  experience  of  the 
Gheroobyl  accident,  of  the  UK's 
emergency  plans  and  proce- 
dures in  tire  event  of  a nuclear 
accident  either  in  the  UK  or 
abroad. 

The  conclusion  of  the  first 
stage  of  the  review  was  that, 
while  pfenning  needs  to  provide 
more  specifically  for  an  accident 
outside  the  UK,  existing  emer- 
gency plans  continue  to  provide 
a valid  basis  for  the  response  to 
any  nuclear  accident  in  the  UK. 

Turning  to  the  economic  case. 
I have  noted  that  since  the 
inquiry  closed  economic  activ- 
ity has  risen  with  associated 
growth  in  demand  for  electric- 
ity. Sizewell  B,  even  if  it  started 
now,  is  unlikely  to  be  ready 
ahead  of  need. 

On  the  other  hand,  fossil  fuel 
prices  have  fallen  since  1985. 
Projecting  these  forward  to  the 
end  of  the  century  and  beyond  is 
subject  to  great  uncertainty.  I 
have,  however,  examined  the 
inspector's  economic  case  a - 
gainst  a ranee  of  coal  prices 
considerably  lower  than  those 
discussed  in  the  report. 

Even  against  this  lower  range, 
X have  concluded  that  Sizewell  B 
remains  the  cheapest  option  for 
meeting  the  anticipated  need  for 
new  capacity.  I have  also  con- 
cluded, as  did  the  inspector,  that 
the  development  of  a further 
nuclear  station  would  be  a 
valuable  step  in  achieving 
greater  fuel  diversity  in  our 
generating  system. 

In  view  of  the  inspector's 
conclusions  and  recommenda- 
tions, together  with  my  own 
consideration  of  the  issues.  I 
agree  with  his  conclusions  that 
Suewell  B is  acceptably  safe  and 
would  meet  a national  need  by 
providing  new  capacity  at  least 
cost.  This  outweighs  any  dis- 
advantage from  disturbance  to 
the  locality. 

I have  therefore  decided  to 
give  my  consent  to  the  CEGB’s 
application  to  construct  the 
Sizewell  B power  station,  to- 
gether with  deemed  planning 
permission  and  the  necessary 
investment  approval. 

In  order  to  minimize  distur- 
bance to  the  locality,  I have 
decided  that  this  should  be 
subject  to  the  detailed  local 
planning  conditions  proposed 
by  the  inspector  and  should 
exdude  the  CEGB’s  proposal 
for  a new  access  road,  consent 
for  which  is  refused. 

In  my  decision  letter,  which 
sets  out  my  detailed  response,  I 
also  accept  the  substance  of  the 
inspector’s  other  recommenda- 
tions. A number  of  these  recom- 
mendations will  now  need  to  be 
actively  followed  up  outride 
Government. 

In  particular,  I can  say  that  I 
agree  with  the  inspector  that  a

Plea  for 
tax  to  help 
children 

Lord  Soper,  the  Methodist 
peer,  yesterday  described  the 
plight  of  thousands  of  children 
in  Britain  as  a “disgraceful 
and  appalling”  evil  He  was 
helping  to  launch  a campaign 
for  a £630  million  “budget” 
for  suffering  youngsters. 

He  said  he  found  h intol- 
erable that  one  in  three  chil- 
dren smoked  and  that  many 
young  giris  were  likely  to  have 
been  seriously  drunk  during 
the  past  four  months. 

The  National  Children's 
Home  charity,  of  which  Lord 
Soper  is  vice-president,  wants 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer to  divert  half  a penny 
in  the  pound  of  income  tax  to 
raise  the  money  for  child  care 
services. 

It  also  wants  big  increases  in 
duty  on  tobacco  and  alcohol,  . 
more  money  for  community 
health  care,  and  increases  in 
family  income  supplement 
and  child  benefit  at  a.  rate 
higher  than  inflation. 

“We  are  heading  for.  all 
kinds  of  disaster  unless  and 
until  we  are  prepared  to  care 
for  the  children  of  today  in  the 
belief  that  they  shall  be  the 
citizens,  and  the  worthy  citi- 
zens, of  tomorrow”,.  Lord 
Soper  said  at  the  launch  in  St 
Bride's  Church,  Fleet  Street, 
central  London. 

If  the  child  was  put  first,  he 
said,  it  would  help  the  rest  of 
society  and  future  generations. 

At  the  launch  was  Sally 
Alvelos,  aged  four,  who  will 
present  the  children's  budget 
to  Mr  Nigel  Lawson,  the 
Chancellor,  next  Tuesay. 
Sally,  from  Tufbell  Park, 
north  London,  will  hand  in  a 
burgundy  briefcase  and  a huge 
“cheque”  for  £650  million  at 
II  Downing  Street  . 

The  charity  has  produced  a 
booklet.  Children  in  Danger, 
highlighting  the  threats  they 
face  from  poverty,  drugs,  sex, 
alcohol  abuse  and  family 
breakdowns.

8,000  ways  of  calling 
a spade  a garden  tool

. Euphemism,  the  “language 
■of  evasion,  hypocrisy,  prudery 
and  deceit”,  has  its  own 
dictionary,  compiled  by  a Brit- 
ish businessman  who  has 
spent  several  years  collecting 
8.000  ways  of  not  calling  a 
spade  a spade  in  Britain  and 
the  United  States. 

Mr  Robert  Holder,  who  is 
pro-chancellor  of  Bath  Uni- 
versity, claims  to  be  ideally 
qualified  to  compile  ^ 
tionary  because  “ad  academic 
would  not  have  had  the  in- 
cessant travelling  which  gave 
me  the  material”. 

He  is  an  authority  on  sex- 
ual, scatological  mid  drag- 
orientated  slang  of  the  past 
two  centuries,  and  has  been  an 
amateur  linguist  all  his  life. 
According  to  him,  euphemism 
not  only  includes  words  to 
cover  <h»ngs  not  mentioned  in 
polite  company  but  also  words 
used  to  obscure  meaning 
altogether. 

He  picks  ont  some  ex- 
pressions which  we  may  use  as 
euphemisms  wifhon*  realizing 


it  “helping  the  police  with 
their  inquiries”  “population 
transfer”,  and  “minority 
group”  defined  by  Mr  Holder 
as  “a  community  of  non-whites 
living  in  ai  predominantly 
white-occnpted  country30, 

Mr  Holder  said  yesterday 
that  euphemisms  “show  up  the 
taboos  in  a society  and  its 
hang-Hps.  In  the  nineteenth 
century  people  feared  bank- 
ruptcy enormously.  There 
were  hundreds  of  euphemisms ; 
for  it  which  are  totally  disused 
now. 

“And  there  were  at  least 
twenty  euphemisms,  including 
‘being  without  a head’  and 
‘wearing  green  garters',  in- 
dicating the  unease  about  the 
appalling  lot  of  single  women 
in  that  century.” 

Modern  growth  areas  for 
euphemism,  be  believes,  are 
homosexuality  and  disability 
(itself  a euphemism  in  Mr 
Holder's  view).

Attempt  to 
cut  cost  of 
business 
air  travel

A plan  for  cut-price  air 
tickets  for  businessmen  is  to 
be  put  to  Europe’s  airlines. 

The  Geneva-based  Inter- 
national Foundation  of  Air- 
line Passengers’  Associations 
(Ifapa)  said  yesterday  that 
businessman  had  been  forgot- 
ten in  the  drive  to  introduce 
cheaper  air  fares  in  Europe.  It 
is  proposing  a new  fare  called 
BPEX  which  it  claims  would 
cut  prices  by  between  10  per- 
cent and  40  per  cent.

Under  the  proposals  bus- 
inessmen would  be  able  to 
book  any  fare  from  first  class 
to  economy  72  hours  in 
advance  and  qualify  for  the 
reduction.  If  they  failed  to 
turn  up  — a common  problem 
faring  airlines  which  have 
long  complained  of  “no 
shows”  — they  would  be 
charged  50  per  cent  of  the  cost 
of  the  ticket.

It  has  been. his  routine  for 
the.past  four  weeks.  Although 
the  distribution  would  not 
begin  for  another  2Vi  horns,  he 
was  determined  to  be  at  die 
bead.  By  9 JO  the  wisdom  of 
bis  early  start  was  dear;  some 
3,000  people,  mainly  die  el- 
derly clutching  pension  books, 
were  queuing  - around  die 
block. 

The  operation  to  hand  oat 
millions  of  pounds  of  stock- 
piled EEC  food  to  the  aged  and 
needy,  whkfa  began  in  re- 
sponse to  hardships  caused  by 
the  severe  January  weather, 
has  brought  unexpected  prob- 
lems of  organization  and  dis- 
tribution to  die  charities  and 
agencies  undertaking  the  task. 


The  demand  has  taken  them 
aD  by  surprise. 

At  the  CSty  Temple  they 
have  queued  each  Wednesday 
and  Friday,  in  driving  snow, 
rain  and  wind  hot  always  m 
their  thousands.

“It  does  seem  a lot  to  go 
through  just  fora  lib  of  butter, 
ttlb  of  cheese  and  a litre  of 
milk  but  it  is  worth  the  effort 
It  probably  saves  me  a few 
pounds  a week  and  every  lftde 
counts.”

“Of  course,  we  would  like  to 
have  inspectors  at  Greenhorn 
Common  and  we  will  allow 
Western  inspectors  at  our 
bases  where  SS  20s  win  be 
dismantled  or  destroyed,"  he 
explained.

against  the  US.  The  com- 
mittee has  been  given  no 
powers  to  subpoena  witnesses. 

In  refusing  tp  serve  he  was 
following  the  example  set  by 
Chief  Justice  Yitzhak  Kaban 
in  1982  who  would  not  join  an 
investigation  into -the  massa- 
cres at  the  Beirut  Palestinian 
refugee  camps  unless  be  was 
given  the  power  to  force  wit- 
nesses to  give  evidence.

An  official  visit  by  Presi- 
dent Mitterrand  of  France  and 
M Jacques  Chirac,  his  Prime 
Minister,  ended  here  yes- 
terday with  promises  of  closer 
co-operation  in  European 
Community  affairs  and  de- 
fence, but  with  only  a passing 
reference  to  the  important 
issue  of  continuing  ami-terror- 
ist co-operation  between  the 
two  countries. 

President  Mitterrand  said 
agreement  was  reached  on  set- 
ting up  permanent  bilateral 
committees  on  agriculture  and 
fisheries  to  solve  or  head  off 
conflicts  between  the  two 
countries. 

Senor  Felipe  Gonzalez,  the 
Spanish  Prime  Minister,  said 
there  was  agreement  on  "the 
need  to  mesh  our  defence  sys- 
tems”. He  pointed  out  that  the 
two  countries  share  the  use  of 
certain  sea  areas  and  have 
adjoining  air  space,  which 
requires  defence  co-operation, 
ana  recalled  existing  projects. 

"Terrorism  was  not  on  the 
agenda  for  this  meeting,"  said 
Senor  Gonzalez,  "but  an  eval- 
uation of  our  co-operation  was 
made,  and  I can  tell  you  one 
thing:  the  Council  of  Europe 
considers  the  co-operation  be- 
tween our  two  countries  in 
amMerrorist  matters  to  be 
very  positive."

But  a much  more  positive 
reaction  has  come -from  foe 
men,  mostly  10  to  20  years 
younger,  who  now  advise  Mr 
Janos  Kadar,  Hungary’s  74- 
year-old  leader. 

One  of  them,  Mr  Matyas 
Szuros,  who  Western  dip- 
lomats in  Budapest  see  as  the 
principal  architect  of  Hung- 
ary’s foreign  policy  based  on 
the  idea  that  small  nations  can 
play  a moderating  role  be- 
tween superpowers,  told  The 
Times  that  he  agreed  with  Sir 
Geoffrey,  and  said -Hungary 
would  continue  its  reforms. 

“Starting  from  1988,  we 
shall  introduce  Value  Added 
Tax  and  a system  of  taxation 
of  personal  incomes,”  he  said. 

Hungary  would  also  take 
further  steps  to  allow  wages 
and  salaries  to  reflect  perfor- 


mance, while  other  measures 
would  continue  the  restructur- 
ing of  the  Labour  force  and 
closure  of  unprofitable  enter- 
prises. 

Hungary's  private  sector  is 
expanding,  with  450,000  peo- 
ple working  for  35,000  busi- 
nesses, fuelled  by  loans  from 
commercial  banks. 

Mr  Szuros  said  that  Hun- 
gary also  planned,  to  press 
ahead  with  social  reforms  and 
modernization  of  political  in- 
stitutions. . _ . 

Welcoming  foe  Soviet  re- 
forms, he  rejected  Western 
comments  that  Hungary  was 
less  than  enthusiastic. 

Mr  Szuros  took  an  un- 
compromising line  on  sugges- 
tions that  the  closure  of  a - 
literary  review  and  the  ban- 
ning of  foe  works  of  a play- 
wright amounted  to  breaches 

the  19^^Helsinki  Final  Act. 

Despite  this,  feelings  ran 
huh  among  the  612  members 
of  foe-  Hungarian  Writers' 
Union  following  the  banning 
measures.  At  their  annual 
convention  they  voted  all  the 
Communists  off  the  board. 

This  produced  a counter- 
reaction:  27  writers  resigned 
and  formed  a separate  assoc- 
iation. 

Mr  Szuros  said;  “I  do  not 
consider  what  happened  in  the 
Hungarian  Writers'  Union  as 
a scandal.  Our  general  policy 
is  to  proceed  towards  greater 
democracy  and  openness. 

“I  think  we  still  have  a lot  to 
learn  in  the  field  of  democ- 
racy, but  it  is  our  conviction 
that  there  is  no  genuine  social- 
ism without  genuine  democ- 
racy.”

Though,  aid  workers  rec- 
ognize  that  the  United  Nations 
Border  Relief  Operation  has 
due  ranch  to  improve  the 
camps  since  the.  fhM  of  the 
early  1980s,  they  say  that  lift 
within  diem  is  extremely  un- 
pleasant particularly  for  sin- 
gle women,  the  elderly  and 
orphans.  - 

There  are  reports  of  women 
being  raped  by  drunken  sol- 
diers on'  leave  or  by  Thai 
guards,  and  many  are  said  to 
have  taken  to  prostitution  as  a 
way  of  supporting  their  yong 
Children. 


. The  level  of  other  types  of 
violence  has  also  grown,  with 
increasing  robberies  and 
fights  between  neighbours. 

Men  trying  to  leave  the 
camps  in  search  of  work  or 
food  without  paying  the  guards 
the  accepted  bribes  are  fre- 
quently beaten  npL 

According  to  Dr  ReyneO, 
there  are  some  150,000  chil- 
dren ender  the  age  of  15  in  the 
camps:  Abort  half  of  them  are 
under  five  and  have  never 
known  life  outside. 

As  Mr  Tony  Jackson,  a 
British  aid  expert  who  visited 


the  camps  not  long  ago  points 
oat,  children  Irving  in  such  an 
artificial  environment  might 
well  grow  up  imagining  that 
“food  comes  in  plastic  bags  on 
trades,  that  war  is  a normal 
way  of  life  and  that  their  only 
option  as  adults  is  to  fight  in 
the  resistance”. 

■ Edncation  In  the  camps  is 
restricted  to  primary  teaching, 
Thailand  induing  that,  since 
the  camps  are  a temporary 
phenomenon,  there  is  no  need 
for  secondary  schooling. 

Just  the  same,  only  the 
richest  fanriKgs  can  afford  to 


every  night  in  case  the  camp 
should  be  shelled  by  the 
Vietnamese. 

“They  have  been  here  seven 
years  and  they  see  nothing 
being  done  about  their  future.” 

There  have  been  virtually  no

The  Treasury  said  it 

would  never  be  built, 

but  to  London’s  East 
Enders,  ravaged  by 
the  Blitz,  it  was  a 


green  godsend.  In 
the  month  of  its 


fortieth  birthday, 
Brian  James  tests 
the  mood  of  Harlow, 
the  first  New  Town, 
and  finds  a paradox 

Let  this  man  describe 
bis  town;  it  lies  in  a 
green  valley  beside  a 
stream,  and  on  every 
ridgeline  there  are 
trees  and  farms,  in. 
squares  and  spaces  stand  statues 
by  Henry  Moore,  Rodin,  Hep- 
worth.  It  has  a live  theatre  and  its 
parks  stage  live  music.  Free. 

Here  the  crime  rate  is  low  - say, 
one  bag-snatch  a month.  Here  the 
unemployed  never  number  more 
than  10  per  cent  and  much  of  the 
work  now  is  in  the  electronic 
industries  of  the  Eighties,  for 
which  the  town  is  well-placed. 
Housing  for  rent  while  scarce,  is 
affordable  and  much  of  it  won 
international  awards  for  its  design. 

Every  leisure-time  whim  is  ca- 
tered for,  with  400  clubs  and 
societies.  It  has  a famous  sports 
centre,  an  Olympic  pool,  a golf 
course,  a centre  for  outdoor 
pursuits  and  a nature  reserve.  On, 

yes,  and  a ski  slope.  There  are  two 

motorways  within  minutes,  an 
international  airport  within  1- 
miles.  . . 

“No,  we  don't  say  it  is 
paradise,”  Harry  Platt  said.  “But 
does  it  not  sound  the  sort  of  place 
where  anyone  would  be  happy  to 
liver  And,  given  that  description, 
would  anyone  guess  a New  Town" 
Would  anyone  guess  Harlow? 
•Platt’s  enthusiasm  is  under- 
standable. He  is  the  general  man- 
ager of  the  place.  Yet  it  scarcely 
exceeds  that  of  those  who  built  foe 
town.  “Harlow,”  one  of  them  said, 
“was  a beacon . . . foe  start  of  a 
brave  new  world ...  a town  fit  for 
heroes.  At  least,  that’s  what  we  set 
out  to  achieve  when  we  turned  the 
first  turf."  „ . . 

That  first  turf  was  uprooted  m 
1947.  Soon  Harlow,  foe  first  of  foe 
new  towns  with  which  Britain 
began  to  repair  foe  ravages  of  foe 
Blitz,  will  begin  celebrating  its 
fortieth  birthday.  Self-congratula- 
tion will  set  foe  streets  awash,  and 
much  of  it  will  be  deserved. 

Here  they  designed  a town, 
rather  than  merely  planned  it  its 
visionary,  foe  late  Sir  Freddie 
Gibbenl,  walked  the  fields  for 
weeks  before  laying  out  its  streets 
and  homes  to  preserve  foe  hum- 
mocks, valleys  and  copses.  Here 
were  built  Britain’s  first 
neighbourhood  health  centres, 
Britain’s  first  ready-to-rent 
standardized  factories,  Britain  s 
first  integrated  homes  for  foe 
elderly,  Britain’s  first  sports 
centre.  . . , . 

AH  that  achievement  has  to  oe 


set,  too,  against  foe  remark  in  his 
later  years  of  Lew  SiUdn,  Minister 
of  Town  and  Country  Phuuung  in 
foe  1945  Attlee  government,  foar 
foe  only  way  he  got  foe  New  Town 
scheme  through  Cabinet  was  that 
the  Treasury  were  convinced  it 
would  never  cost  a penny  _ *~ 
because  this  “socialist  pipe 
dream”  would  never  be  built  _ 
But  for  every  voice  raised  in 
praise  at  birthday  parties,  there 
will  be  another  somewhere  m the 
background,  booing;  Harlow  is  a 
town  that  prompts  fierce  reaction. 

It  did  so  at  foe  beginning  from  foe 
Essex  folk  up  on  those  ndgennes, 
gazing  down  on  refugees  from  east 
London  slums  now  placed  in  then- 
Tory  midst  with  all  foe.  neigh- 
bourly warmth  with  which  the 
Iceni  used  to  spy  on  Roman 
encampments  hereabouts. 

Forty  years  have  made 
these  neighbours  no 
more  fond.  Especially 

now  that  Harlow  is  run 

by  a hard-left  council- 
preoccupied  by  foe  nt- 
ual  renaming  of  streets  after 
foreign  freedom  fighters,  banning 
foe  playing  of  foe  national  anthem 
in  its  parks  and  organizing  bus 
outings  of  foe  unemployed  to 
bolster  picket  lines  at  distant  and 
irrelevant  disputes. 

But  most  criticism  of  Harrow 
has  nothing  to  do  with  politics.  It 
is  aimed  rather  at  foe  mood  of  foe 
town,  and  especially  a perception 
of  its  people,  in  their  small  neat 
and  varied  houses.  Harlow  is  felt 
to  be  boring. 

Which  much  wounds  men  uxe 
Ben  Hyde  Harvey.  Now  78,  he  was 
finance  officer  when  Harlow  was 
launched,  and  later  foe  Develop- 
ment Corporation’s  longest-serv- 


g chief  executive:  the  shopping 
complex  is  named  after  him.  It 
was  he  who  made  that  remark 

about  Harlow  being  a beacon  for  a 

brave  new  world. 

“We  all  jumped  at  foe  chance  to 

be  involved,"  he  says.  “I  had  been 
in  charge  of  civil  defence  m an  east 
London  borough,  bad  seen  what 
people  suffered  This  was  foe 
chance  to  make  it  up  to  them. 
Marvellous  place  to  be,  because  of 
foe  frontier  spirit 
“It  was  truly  that  in  the  first 
years.  Harlow  was  a prairie  of 
mud,  foe  prams  were  like  covered 
wagons  drawn  up  around  foe  few 
shops.  But  foe  people  were  super. 
We  were  building  them  this  green 
city  they  have  now  — it  was  going 
to  be  a marvellous  place  to  bring 
up  their  kids,  so  they  endured. 
And  they  contributed.  They  made 
their  own  entertainment,  shared 
foeir  interests. 

“We  were  wrong  in  somethings. 
This  was  to  have  been  a town 
where  people  walked  or  cycled  to 
work.  We  allowed  for  one  car  for 
three  families.  But  no  one  m 1947 
dreamt  it  would  be  like  now  — 
sometimes  three  cars  per  house, 

dogging  the  streets.  _ 

“We  were  right  m other  de- 
cisions. Bringing  in  dozens  of 
different  firms  ofarehitects  to  give 
us  every  conceiveaMe  sort  of 
housing-  We  were  lucky  in  others: 
we  didn’t  want  homes  for  grannies 
at  first.  We  gave  in  and  it  became 
one  of  foe  best  things  we  ever 
did . . . fitting  in  those  littte 
blocks  on  tire  corners  imported 
not  only  baby-sitters  and  part- 
time  workers  for  foe  community, 
it  imported  wisdom. 

“Luckiest  of  all  though,  were 
foe  people  we  attracted.  Britain  s 
mistake  was  not  setting  up  ideaiis-

tic  and  practical  development 
corporations  like  ours  to  rebuild 
foe  inner  dries.

“After  all.  we’ve  ac- 
cepted AID  (artificial  in- 
semination by  donor),  and  I 
can  see  no  real  difference 
between  that  and  surrogate 
motherhood,”  he  says. 

In  a new  edition  of  their 
book.  Low  and  Medico!  Eth- 
ics. to  be  published  in  April  by 
Butterworthls,  Professor 
Kenneth  Mason  and  Dr 
Alexander  McCall  Smith  of 
Edinburgh  University  lay 
down  some  possible  ground 
rules.  They  suggest  surrogacy 
should  be  supervised  by  a 
consultant,  with  the  surrogate 
genetically  screened,  and 
should  be  legal  only  if  medi- 
cally certified. 

The  clinic  should  take  no 
money,  but  the  mother  should 
be  able  to  receive  expenses 
and  an  honorarium,  and  she 
should  retain  the  right  to 
change  her  mind  and  keep  the 
baby.  And  surrogacy’  should 
be  tied  to  adoption,  with  the 
natural  father  and  his  wife 
given  preference  over  Other 
potential  adopters.

think  her  arcbetypically  and 
joyfully  an  all-American 
woman  achiever  when  she 
speaks  seriously  ofher  dedica- 
tion to  her  husband  and 
King’s  peace  effort,  or  sin- 
cerely of  her  religion  (she  is  a 
convert  to  Islam),  or  of  the!

Noor  has  learnt  over 
eight  years  never  to  overstate 
anything:  and  at  borne,  in 
Joidan,  to  “restrict  my  behav- 
iour to  the  position  I have, 
and  my  husband  has.

I have  to  be 
dignified.”  Not  that  there  is 
much  to  restrict  “Realty,  we 
don't  have  time  for  rughtdob- 
bing  and  things  — and  wild 
excessive  behaviour  is  not  in 
either  of  our  natures.

The  minute  an 
idea  catches  their  fancy  they 
wish  to  legislate  for  it.  This  is 
where  the  irue  blue  Tory  and 


liberal  doesn't  want  to  legis- 
late what  he  supposes  is  good 
for  you.  But.  of  course,  if  your 
aim  is  to  ban  smoking,  it  is  not 
enough  to  show  that  it  harms 
smokers  themselves  or  that  it 
annoys  some  non-smokers.

Ambitious  and  experienced  at 
Mahler  though  they  are.  on 
the  free  of  it  the  Young 
Musicians  Symphony  Or- 
chestra risked  biting  off  more 
than  they  could  chew  by 
tackling  that  composer's 
Eighth  Symphony.  Not  only 
does  the  work  demand  im- 
mense forces  — though  rather 
fewer  than  the  thousand  im- 
plied by  its  nickname  — but  jt 
is  as  mightily  difficult  as  it  is 
mighty,  a fret  that  these 
players  shrugged  aside  with 
the  innocent  confidence  hap- 
pily characteristic  of  talented 
youth. 

Doubtless,  too,  they  were 
urged  on  by  the  knowledge 
that  they  were  making  a little 
piece  of  history’-  Nobody  be- 
fore last  night  had  ever  dared 
to  give  the  work  on  the  South 
Bank. 

One  of  the  advantages  of 
doing  so  was  that  it  allowed  us 
to  hear  more  detail  than  usual.

Tax:  Labour’s  opportunity

After  Greenwich,  and  the  latest 
fracas  over  defence  policy,  even 
Labour  MPs  - not,  as  a group,  the 
most  farsighted  of  people — realize 
that  the  party’s  vote  may  begin  to 
disintegrate.  One  possible  way  to 
prevent  any  further  collapse  of 
support  is  to  rethink  its  main 
policy  commitments. 

On  no  from  is  this  more  urgent 
than  taxation.  Far  from  promising 
to  reverse  whatever  tax  cuts  that 
Nigel  Lawson  might  announce 
next  week.  Labour  should  outgun 
Mrs  Thatcher  by  promising  a big 
reduction  in  the  standard  rate  of 
income  tax  within  the  life  of  the 
next  parliament. 

Such  a promise  could  be  re- 
alized only  if  Labour  were  pre- 
pared to  reform  the  tax  structure. 
Income  tax  is  built  around  a 
system  of  allowances.  These  are  of 
two  kinds:  those  applicable  to 
individuals  — hence  the  term 
personal  allowances  — and  those 
for  approved  expenditure  such  as 
mortgage  repayments  and  acquir- 
ing a pension.  This  latter  group  is 
out  of  control  and  urgently  needs 
to  be  reformed. 

Because  these  latter  allowances 


are  offset  against  a taxpayer’s 
marginal  rate  of  tax.  the  higher  the 
rate  of  tax  he  or  she  fens,  the 
greater  their  value:  The  cost  of  this 
tax  benefit  welfare  state  is  now 
insupportable.  There  is  a surpris- 
ingly simple  reason  for  this  state  of 
affairs.  While  chancellors  have  to 
legislate  to  bring  tax  benefits  into 
existence,  they  have  no  idea  how 
many  will  claim  the  relief  or  what 
it  will  total:  in  effect,  they  have 
been  presenting  taxpayers  with  an 
open  cheque. 

The  cost  of  granting  mortgage 
interest  relief,  relief  on  investment 
income  and  contributions  to 
occupational  pension  schemes 
now  totals  £ 12.6  billion  a year;  this 
is  more  than  the  entire  cost  of  the 
supplementary  benefit  and  hous- 
ing benefit  schemes  for  the  poor, 
which,  even  after  a two  million 
increase  in  unemployment,  comes 
to  only  £12.1  billion. 

Calculations  by  the  House  of 
Commons  Library  indicate  that, 
on  current  projections,  relief  on 
mortgage  interest,  and  the  two 
forms  of  relief  for  occupational 
pension  schemes  wilj,  over  the 
next  decade,  grow  to  such  an 


extent  that  they  will  command  the 
equivalent  of  10  per  cent  of  the 
entire  government  budget. 

1 believe  that  it  is  tire  inadmis- 
sible growth  in  the  cost  of  these  tax 
benefits  which  will  ultimately 
force  their  reform  on  to  the  agenda 
of  unwilling  politicians.  So  why 
not  make  a virtue  out  of  necessity? 

A Labour  chancellor  should 
promise  to  impose  a cash  ceding 
on  each  major  tax  benefit,  except- 
ing only  personal  allowances.  In 
each  succeeding  year,  the  set  sum 
— for  example  the  £4.5  billioa 
curently  lost  on  mortgage  interest 
relief- would  be  shared  among  an 
increasing  number  of  taxpayers. 
The  phasing  out  of  benefits  would 
be  brought  about  gradually,  with 
little  change  in  monetary  value 
over  the  first  few  years.  In  each 
succeeding  year,  however,  the 
amount  of  revenue  would  grow 
rapidly. 

Labour  should  pledge  itself  to 
use  the  whole  of  this  revenue  to 
reduce  the  rate  of  tax  and  to 
increase  the  rate  of  child  benefit 
This  latter  move  would  begin  to 
reshape  the  welfare  state,  provid- 
ing the  poor  with  a springboard  to 


freedom.  The  aim  should  be  to 
reduce  the  standard  rare  to  less 
than  20p  in  the  pound. 

Of  course,  there  is  a price  teg. 
The  phasing  out  of  tax  benefits 
would  shift  dramatically  the  bur- 
den of  taxation.  Those  on  the 
highest  incomes  gain  most  under 
the  existing  provisions,  and  it  is 
they  who  would  be  most  affected. 

They  would  share  in  the  cut  in  the 

rate  of  tax,  but  this  reduction 
would  be  of  greatest  value  to  those 
on  low  incomes,  who  currently 
gain  least  from  lax  benefits. 

Such  reform  would  enable  the 
electorate  to  see  Labour  in  a new 
tight  Its  Freedom  and  Fairness 
campaign  would  be given  immedi- 
ate relevance.  It  would,  moreover, 
herald  the  welcome  demise  of  a 
post-war  paternalism  that  offers 
generous  tax  hand-outs  on  con- 
dition that  taxpayers  spend  their 
money  in  a way  that  politicians 
believe  is  good  for  them.

Andrew  Rutherford  on  America’s  example  in  dealing  with  young  offenders 


Any  day  now,  the  number  of 
people  held  in  Britain's  prisons 
will  reach  the  unprecedented  total 
of  50,000.  It  will  be  an  unwelcome 
symbolic  number  and  pose  real 
dangers  of  violence  in  the  jail 
system  during  the  summer. 

Despite  denials,  rumours  persist 
that  the  government  is  consid- 
ering an  amnesty  which  would 
halt  the  steady  rise  in  the  prison 
population.  With  the  passage  of 
the  Criminal  Justice  Bill  now 
before  Parliament,  it  should  re- 
think its  entire  prison  policy.  In 
particular,  there  are  relauvely 
simple  ways  to  break  out  of  the 
vicious  circle  of  incarcerating 
large  numbers  of  young  people 
behind  bars. 

Two  out  of  every  five  people 
imprisoned  are  under  21  — twice 
the  proportion  of  25  years  ago. 
This  misplaced  faith  in  custody, 
which  amazes  our  European 
neighbours,  is  largely  directed  at 
small-scale  property  offenders  and 
only  weakens  their  already  tenu- 
ous bonds  with  society. 

Fifteen  years  ago  Massachusetts 
closed  down  its  young  offender 
institutions,  and  the  Commons 
committee  is  reported  to  be 
impressed  by  the  array  of  alter- 
native programmes  which  now 
exist  across  the  state.  Massachu- 
setts is  generally  regarded  as  a 
liberal  state  and  the  prevailing 
mood  of  the  early  1970s  perhaps 
helped  make  a quantum  leap  of 
this  kind  possible.  But  similar 
developments  now  taking  place  in 
other  American  states  make  it 
difficult  to  dismiss  the  growing 
American  belief  that  prison  is  not 
the  place  where  young  people  are 
likely  to  put  crime  behind  them.  A 
key  example  is  Utah,  which  is  far 
from  being  a bastion  of  liberalism. 

In  May  1975,  litigation  began  in 
a federal  court  alleging  wi descale 
ill-treatment  within  Utah’s  large 
and  only  institution  for  young 
offenders,  the  inaptly  named 
Youth  Development  Centre.  Scott 
Matheson,  who  later  became  state 
governor,  described  the  400-bed 
institution  as  horrendous.  “We 
were”,  he  has  said,  “running  a 
very  unprofessional  piece  of  pub- 
lic business.”  The  civil  suit 
prompted  the  state  to  take  action, 
but  Matheson  insisted  that  the 
reform  be  fashioned  by  state 
government  and  not  at  the  behest 
of  a federal  court 

Matheson.  a Democrat  was  a 
strong  governor  who,  for  eight 
years,  worked  well  with  the 
Republican-controlled  legislature. 
He  set  up  a task  force  representing 
law  enforcement  agencies  and 
citizen  groups  to  chart  a new  way 
forward.  This  task  force  urged  that 
the  Utah  young  offenders*  institu- 
tion be  dosed  and  that  the  stare 
construct  two  or  three  regional  30- 
bed  units.  In  December  1983  the 
institution  was  formally  shut 
down  and  the  site  converted  into  a 
vocational  school

projects  have  replaced  the  institu- 
tion. These  are  provided  on  a 
contract  basis  with  the  state, 
usually  by  a private  non-profit 
agency.  The  new  projects  indude 
close  supervision  and  support 
within  the  offender's  home,  and 
carefully  structured  foster  home 
placements.  The  results  are  en- 
couraging. and  a recently  com- 
pleted study  shows  that  the  rate  of 
subsequent  offences  has  decreased 
and  is  no  higher  than  for  youths 
placed  on  probation.  The  report 
concluded  that  the  experiment 
was  an  unqualified  success  in 
terms  of  not  compromising  public 
safety. 

Why  did  these  changes  take 
place  in  Utah,  a conservative 
stare,  during  the  early  1980s  — a 
period  associated  with  toughness 
on  law  and  order  issues?  First, 
there  was  a coalition  of  people- 
persuaded  that  the  penal  institu- 
tion was  beyond  reform  and 
others  who,  concerned  with  the 
high  absoondment  rate  at  the 
institution,  welcomed  the  pro- 
vision of  small  secure  units. 

Secondly,  much  of  tire  initiative 
for  reform  was  seized  by  key 
officials  within  the  Division  of 
Youth  Corrections.  Third,  the 
closure  of  the  young  offender 
institutions  in  Massachusetts  dur- 
ing the  early  J970s  was  well 
known  to  those  pressing  for 
reform  in  Utah.  As  a state  senator 
has  remarked:  “I  like  to  think  that 


we  could  have  done  it  without 
Massachusetts  but  it  gave  us  the 
confidence.”  Fourth,  there  is 
within  the  state  a strong  commit- 
ment to  young  people.  Observers 
give  some  weight  to  the  Mormon 
influence  within  the  stale,  but  also 
acknowledge  that  Mormons  are  by 
no  means  unique  in  placing  a high 
value  on  young  people  and  the 
family.  Fifth,  despite  the  party 
split  between  the  legislators  and 
the  governor,  the  new  approach  to 
young  offenders  is  not  a divisive 
issue.  As  one  politician  put  it,  it 
was  a matter  whose  time  had 
come.  Finally,  there  has  been  no 
opposition  from  the  media. 
Coverage  of  the  reform  process 
has  been  balanced,  with  support  in 
newspaper  editorials  for  the 
changes. 

This  is  not  to  suggest  there  is  no 
tension  or  disagreement  on  the 
topic  of  youth  crime  within  tire 
state.  Some  concern  exists  regard- 
ing the  state's  ability  to  monitor 
effectively  the  pnvaidy  run 
community  programmes.  Never- 
theless, three  years  after  the 
closure  of  the  Youth  Develop- 
ment Centre,  Utah  — along  with 
Massachusetts  — can  be  described 
as  a state  which  has  decisively 
rejected  incarceration  as  a public 
policy  for  dealing  with  youth 
crime.  Just  as  Massachusetts  is  an 
inspirational  beacon  for  reformers 
elsewhere,  so  the  developments  in 
Utah  are  attracting  attention  in 


States,  however  encouraging,  can- 
not be  directly  applied  to  toe  very 
different  conditions  in  this  coun- 
try. But  there  is  much  to  be 
learned  about  structures  that 
facilitate  or  impede  change  and 
about  recognizing  and  acting  upon 
windows  of  opportunity. 

The  Utah  experience  is  also  a 
useful  reminder  that  it  may  well  be 
people  traditionally  tough  on  law 
and  order  issues  who  betid  the  key 
to  reform,  fired  as  many  are  by  an 
awareness  that  young  offender 
institutions  are  in  feet  part  of  the 
crime  problem,  and  one  part 
about  which  something  can  ac- 
tually be  done.

‘Free’  Hungary  — the  harsh  reality 


Hungaiy  has  long  enjoyed  the 
reputation  of  being  the  most 
“liberal”  communist  state.  Its 
leaders  have  assiduously  cul- 
tivated an  image  of  relative  tol- 
erance towards  dissent  and 
accepting  the  existence  of  an 
opposition.  Anyone  challenging 
this  cosy  view  would  be  quietly 
told  that  the  party  would  Jove  to 
be  more  open  but,  of  coarse, 
account  must  always  be  taken  of 
the  chill  winds  of  disapproval 
blowing  from  Moscow. 

This  image  takes  a hard  knock, 
indeed  it  disappear  altogether,  in 
the  light  of  a secret  document 
which  has  reached  the  West  It  is  a 
resolution  of  the  ruling  com- 
munist Politburo  with  details  of 
the  party’s  strategy  towards  the 
democratic  opposition.  Few  cur- 
rent documents  of  this  degree  of 
confidentiality  from  Eastern  Eur- 
ope have  surfaced  before,  and  it 
has  roughly  the  same  status  as 
Cabinet  minutes  it  was  made 
available  through  the  East  Euro- 
pean Cultural  Foundation. 

The  Politburo  resolution  takes 
an  unequivocally  harsh  fine  to- 
wards the  opposition.  The  docu- 
ment refers  repeatedly  to  “the 
enemy  opposition”  and.  while 
insisting  that  “political”  steps 
would  be  used  against  it,  regards 
“administrative”  methods  as 
being  acceptable:  The  Politburo’s 
goal  is  to  limit  the  impact  of  the 
opposition  and.  implicitly,  to 
ensure  its  disappearance. 

The  seriousness  erf  the  party’s 
concern  is  shown  by  the  decision 
to  ret  up  a consultative  committee 
to  “determine  and  co-ordinate  the 


fades  needed  for  the  suppression 
of  hostile  activity.”  The  com- 
mittee is  expected  to  establish  an 
ideological  and  political  platform, 
on  the  basis  of  which  the  appro- 
priate party  and  state  bodies — and 
these  could  include  the  Ministry  of 
Interior  — could  take  concrete 
measures  against  the  opposition. 

There  is  good  evidence  from  the 
resolution  that  the  Hungarian 
party  is  more  than  a little  worried 
about  the  opposition's  growing 
influence.  “The  principal  t3sk  in 
the  work  to  be  implemented  in  the 
suppression  of  enemy  activity  is, 
as  before,  the  preventing  of  Wider 
links  with  the  masses.”  it  ays. 
Particularly  vulnerable  are  the 
younger  intellectuals  and  univer- 
sity students.  "Efforts  must  be 
directed  at  preventing  the  enemy 
groups  from  taking  the  initiative, 
on  any  important  issue,  that  of  the 
environment  included.” 

The  resolution  says  the  party 
must  do  more  to  keep  opposition 
view*  out  of  the  media,  as  well  as 
scientific  and  cultural  life.  It  was 
especially  galling  for  the  Politburo 
to  have  to  admit  that  even  parry 
members  were  taking  part  in  some 
opposition  activities. 

Similarly,  the  spread  of  opp- 
osition views  to  the  universities 
appeared  to  have  gone  as  far  as 
influencing  faculty  members. 
University  newspapers  and  jour- 
nals were  likewise  not  immune. 
The  practice  of  "individuals 
responsible  for  hostile  activites" 
being  invited  to  lecture  at  such 
institutions  must  be  stopped. 

Considerable  efforts  must  be 
made,  according  to  the  resolution.

legal publishing  activities”,  and 
opposition  activists  who  maintain 
contact  with  the  West  are  io  be 
subjected  to  administrative  sanc- 
tions. This  is  likely  to  mean, 
principally,  denying  them  the 
documents  necessary  to  finding 
employment — easy  enough,  when 
the  state  is  virtually  the  sole 
employer. 

Another  source  of  concern  is  the 
broadcast  by  the  Hungarian  lan- 
guage services  of  radio  networks 
in  the  West  —.presumably  includ- 
ing the  BBC  and  Radio  Free 
Europe  — of  opposition  views 
published  in  samizdat  journals. 


Hungarian  embassies  are  in- 
structed to  be  more  active  in 
making  “our  viewpoints  known 
and  understood”  in  the  West.  This 
intensified  propaganda  effort  ab- 
road should  be  in  harmony  with 
the  way  that  domestic  opinion  is 
kept  informed  of  officia)  measures 
against  the  opposition. 

Official  spokesmen  have  consis- 
tently told  the  West  that  the 
Hungarian  leaders  are  not  worried 
about  the  opposition,  regarding  its 
activities  as  insignificant  and  its 
views  as  “boring5’.  The  Politburo 
resolution  tells  another  tale. 

The  context  of  this  Politburo 
resolution  is  doubly  ironical  Hun- 
gary is  now  experiencing  serious 
economic  difficulties  which  re- 
quire a much  more  determined 
political  leadership  to  deal  with 
than  it  actually  has.  The  drift  that 
has  been  palpable  for  the  last  two 
or  three  years  continues  apace.  In 
this  situation,  much  of  what  the 
opposition  has  to  say  could  be 
accepted  by  an  elightened  leader- 
ship as  valuable,  given  that  the 
opposition  has  for  fewer  axes  to 
grind  than  the  elite. 

Secondly,  this  tightening  up  is 
taking  place  at  exactly  the  same; 
time  as  the  Gorbachov  reforms 
are  starting  to  have  an  impact  on 
Eastern  Europe.  The  implication 
is  that  the  Hungarians  are  at  best 
unprepared  and,  at  worst,  deeply' 
divided  about  how  they  should 
respond  to  the  Gorbachov  chall- 
enge

Can  Israel  stay 
so  special?  ;

Lord  Sieff,  the  president  of  Marks 
and  Spencer,  tells  us  in  his  recent 
delightful  autobiography  that  Jim 
ffrilflfihan  once  awed  him  to  be 
ambassador  to  Jerusalem,  but  he 
declined  on  the  ground  that  he  was 
so  identified  in  the  public  nund 
with  support  for  Israel  that  no- 
body would  believe  he  would  put 
British  interests  first, 

Such  magnificent  scruples  have 
never  troubled  anyone  in  a similar 
postion  in  the  United  States 
where  it  has  usually  been  assumed 
that  what  is  good  for  America  is 
good  for  Israel  - and  vice  versa. 
And  yet  this  assumption  may  not 
be  quite  so  universal  after  the  case 
of  Jonathan  Pollard,  the  US  Navy 
analyst  sentenced  to  life  imprison- 
ment for  passing  thousands  of  top . 
secret  papas  to  Israeli  intelli- 
gence. The  Defence  Secretary, 
Caspar  Weinberger,  is  so  outraged 
that  be  is  restricting  ibe  circula- 
tion of  intelligence  to  Israel 
George  Shultz,  the  Secretary  of 
State,  is  taking  similar  action. 

Israeli  liberals  believe  that  US- 
Israeti  relations  can  be  saved  only 
by  full  disclosure  and  an  apology. 
The  Israeli  government  itself,  after. 
an  agonized  eight-hour  Cabinet, 
has  finally  consented  to  a formal 
though  private,  inquiry.  But  the 
trade  minister,  Ariel  Sharon,  has 
already  blown  the  gaff  on  them 
with  a characteristic  defence.  He. 
claims  that  it  is  all  the  Americans’ 
fault;  if  they  had  passed  on  as 
much  intelligence  as  they  ought  it 
wouldn’t  have  been  necessary  to 
spy  on  them. 

We  have  here  a classic 
confrontation  of  attitudes.  On  the 
one  hand  Weinberger  and'Shuftz 
n»nn»i»n|  the  conventional  claims  '' 


other  parts  of  the  United  States. 
Several  states,  mostly  in  the  west, 
are  poised  to  take  significant  steps 
to  provide  more  effective  and 
humane  ways  of  dealing  with 
young  people  in  trouble.

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WANTED:  A RESEARCH  BUDGET 

Speculation  about  next 
Tuesday’s  Budget  has  in- 
evitably focused  on  the  scope 
for.  cutting  income-taxes.  But 
the  Chancellor  will  also,  we 
hopej.-ha.ve  planned  a Budget 
to  help  the  development  of  the 
economy  in  other  ways. 

Mr  Lawson  should  have  two 
principal  priorities  here.  Busi- 
ness pn  look  forward  with 
some;,  confidence  to  tax  in- 
centives to  encourage  profit- 
related  pay  and  promote  both 
wage:  4 flexibility  and  closer 
identification  by  employees 
with  .their  companies’  suc- 
cess.

- 'Hiere  have  been  plenty  of 
voices  -r  not  least  through  the 
campaign  of  the,  Electronic 
Engineering  Association  — to 
remind  the  Chancellor  thai 
industry  abroad  has  had  the 
help  of  increasing  government 
mcentives  for  innovation.  It  is 
not  simply  that  countries  such 
as  Germany  and  Japan  are 
acting  to  keep  their  industries 
in  the  lead.  Others,,  such  as 
Australia  and  Singapore,  have 
made  specific  efforts  to  attract 
the  mobile  research  of  multi- 
national companies  in  the 
knowledge  that  investment  in 
new  industries  will  follow. 
Britain  has  either  to  compete 
in  this  respect  or  opt  out  in  lull 
knowledge  of  the  con- 
sequences. 

Mr  Lawson  should,  to  start 
with,  build  on  existing  in- 
centives. The  Support  "for 
Innovation  programme  has 
spent  . £21 8 million  in  the 
current  year  on  selective  grants 
of  up  to  50  per  cent  for 
collaborative  projects,  25  per 
cent  .for  single  company 
projects  and  limited  aid  for 
small  firms  on  patents.

search arid  development 
spending,  which  is  currently

Industry 
favours  the  Australian  system 
of  allowing  150  per  cent  of, 
capital  or  current  spending  on 
research  and  development 
against  corporation  tax. 

This  would  be  expensive  on 
£2.6  billion  of  research,  al- 
though members  of ; the 
electronics  and  aerospace  in- 
dustries, which  account  for  the 
lion’s  share,  would  commit 
themselves  to  raise  spending. 
The  greater  objection,  how- 
ever, is  that  open-ended  allow- 
ances would  ' unravel  the 
important  corporation  tax  re- 
form of  1984,  which  ex- 
changed a low  rate  of  tax  for 
the  abolition  of  distorting 
allowances. 

There  are  alternatives.  Ja- 
pan offers  a discount  on  lax 
liabilities  for  companies 
increasing  their  research  and 
development  spending.  Since 
sticks  are  often  more  effective 
— and  cheaper  — than  carrots, 
there  is  much  to  be  said  for 
introducing  differential 
corporation  tax  rates  (or  even 
a penal  surcharge)  in  favour  of 
companies  spending  heavily 
on  innovation,  however  in- 
equitable this . would  seem. 
New  accounting  standards  and 
better  company  disclosure  of 
research  and  development 
will,  in  any  case,  be  necessary 
to  hack  up  tax  incentives. 

Much  more  than  a helpful 
Budget  will  be  . necessary  to 
establish  a coordinated  new 
government  programme  to 
promote  innovation.  But  a 
commitment  from  the  Chan- 
cellor would  give  an  important 
lead.

Their  income 
was  designated  illegal  and  they 
wereazrested. 

Jazz  is  regarded  throughout 
Eastern  Europ&and  the  Soviet 
Union  as  a controversial  activ- 
ity by  both  its  &ns  and  by  the 
authorities.  The  improvised, 
playing  makes  it  difficult  to  ~ 
controL  It  also  requires  a 
knowledge  of  musical  ground 
rules  which  gives  it  a special 
appeal  to  intellectuals  whose 
range  , of  self  expression  in 
other  lines  of  work  is  re- 
stricted. 

The  (hanging  political  cli- 
mate made  it  an  especially 
tricky  problem  for  foe  Czecho- 
slovak authorities.  The.  Jazz 
Section  was  foot  down  at  the 
time  Konstantin  Chernenko 
was  trying  to  exert  stricter 
ideological  control  over  Soviet 
culture.  Its  1 leaders  were 
arrested  - before  •_  Mr 
Gorbachov’s  intentions  had 
become  clear.  The  trial  was 
held  just  as  the  wind  from 
Moscow  seemed  set  fair  for  a 
more  liberal  cultural  dimate. 

It  is  no  wonder  if  the 
conduct  of  foe  Czechoslovak 
authorities  in  foe  case  has 
sometimes  seemed  illogical. 


But  foe  trial  will  continue  to 
have  wider  implications.  Ap- 
peals have  been  made  repeat- 
edly on  behalf  of  foe  Jazz 
Section  by  Western  delegates 
to  foe  Helsinki  follow-up  con- 
ference in  Vienna.  While 
gratifying,  foe  lenient  sen- 
tences are  no  reason  for  the 
West  to  relax  its  pressure.

tried  In  other  words,  whatever 
the  judge  said  about  not

The  other  reason  why  the 
trial  has  special  significance  is 
the  apparently  cool  reception 
accorded  by  the  Czechoslovak 
authorities  to  Mr  Gorbachov’s 
plans  for  change  in  foe  Soviet 
Union.  Words  like  reform  and 
revolution  — which  have  only 
recently  lost  their  stigma  in  foe 
Soviet  lexicon  — are  still  taboo 
in  Czechoslovakia.  A Moscow 
spring,  whether  in  politics  or 
culture  or  both,  has  un- 
welcome overtones  for 
Czechoslovak  leaders  who 
came  to  power  by  helping  to 
crush  something  very  similar

AH  the  first  signs  have  been 
favourable.  Lord  Holdemess, 
an  amputee  himself  will  be  foe 
chairman  of  the  interim  , 
management  board  and 
Professor  McCoU  will  be  .a 
deputy  chairman.  This  is  wel- 
come evidence  that  the  needs 
of  amputees  will  be  given 
priority  and  that  foe  reforming 
momentum  of  foe  original 
report  will  not  be  impeded. 

But  there  are  still  difficult 
problems  ahead  A crucial  task 
for  this  new  board  will,  be  to 
enter  that  dangerous  territory, 
foe  professional  competence  of 
doctors.  If  an  amputation  is 
performed  badly,  it  makes  foe 
subsequent  fitting  of  artificial 
limbs  much  more  difficult 
The  British  Orthopaedic 


Association  reported  that 
many  amputations  were  per- 
formed by  surgeons  who  may 
have  little  appreciation  of  the 
problems.  The  McColl  report 
was  refreshingly  open  about 
the  problem  of  ensuring  foe 
quality  of  medical  work  when 
convention  requires  that  all 
doctors  be  treated  as  equally 
competent 

The  Government  should 
next  turn  its  mind  to  opening 
. up  the  employment  of  limb 
fitters  and  foe  supply  of  arti- 
ficial limbs  to  genuine  com- 
petition. The  fitters  are  not 
always  well  trained  and  are 
often  directly  employed  by  foe 
companies  providing  the 
limbs. 

The  supply  of  artificial 
limbs  is  dominated  by  a few 
companies.  Orders  for  limbs 
appear  to  be  allocated  between 
them  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  fitters  employed  by 
them  at  each  centra.  The 
DHSS  needs  to  free  limb  fitters 
from  such  control  by  suppliers 
and  open  up  foe  market  to  new 
entrants. 

the  McColl  report  offers  a 
fascinating  insight  into  the  real 
problems  of  the  NHS.  It  is 
striking  that  neither  the  orig- 
inal report  nor  the  minister’s 
statement  talk  much  about 
public  money.  The  real  prob- 
lems are  low  standards,  lack  of 
choice,  and  inability  of  pa- 
tients to  exercise  consumer 
power  or  to  leave  foe  system.

On  Monday  last  Mr  James 
Callaghan,  in  a debate  on  defence 
policy  in  the  House  of  Commons, 
reiterated  bis  opinion  that  to  give 
up  Trident  for  nothing  would  be 
dangerously  contrary  to  this 
country’s  interest. 

The  next  day  Mr  Denis  Healey 
(now  69)  is  reported  to  have  said

done  a lot  of  harm.  But ...  he  is 
an  old  man  and  I think  he  forgot 
there  is  a by-election”. 

The  following  day  Mr  Neil 
Kinnock,  having  had  time  for 
mature  reflection,  is  reported  to 
have  said  that  “selfdisriplme"  (by 
which  he  seems  to  have  meant 
ppressing  one’s  true  opinion) 
d the  otgect  of  winning  the 
election  were  greater  than  any- 
one's ego.  And  Mr  John  Prescott,  a 
Labour  MP,  is  reported  to  have 
made  an  intemperate  attack  on  Mr 
Gtllaghan,  saying.  “Have  you  not 
heard  about  the  election?" 

Is  it  now  an  accepted  part  of  our 
political  philosophy  that  individ- 
ual members  of  Parliament  must 
conceal  their  own  true  opinions  in 
the  hope  of  assuring  the  election 
into  power  of  a party  which  would 
be  publicly  committed  to  a con- 
trary policy  upon  a matter  of  grave 
public  importance?  Or  is  this 
rather  just  another  instance,  in  the 
case  of  Mr  Kinnock  and  Mr 
Healey,  of  the  old  axiom  that 
whilst  a statesman  thinks  of  the 
next  generation,  a politician 
thinks  of  the  next  election? 

I prefer  to  hope  that  the  British 
electorate  will  recognise  that  Mr 
Callaghan  was  once  again  showing 
that  be  consistently  and  coura- 
geously puts  what  he  regards  as  the 
interests  of  the  country  before 
those  of  any  political  party.  The 
electorate  can  hardly  fail  to  realize 
the  danger  of  supporting  a party 
some  of  whose  members  are 


disciplined  into  suppressing  their 
opinions  in  order  to  assist  in  tbe 
election  of  colleagues  who  openly 
express  opposite  views  and  would 
put  them  into  effect  if,  with  such 
assistance,  elected  to  power.

Finest  hours  in  British  technology 

From  Sir  Bernard  Lovell,  FRS 
Sir,  In  foe  article,  “How  Britain 


fumbled  in  its  finest  hour”  (March 
5),  Mr  Gonslli  Barnett  denigrates 
-Britain's  -development  and  pro- 
duction efforts  daring  World  War 
n.  Since  I was  the  person  in  TRE 
(Telecommunications  Research 
Establishment)  ordered  in  Janu- 
ary, 1942,  to  form  a group  to 
develop  tbe  H2S  target-finding 
device  for  Bomber  Command, 
may  I comment  on  his  statement 
that  foe  large-scale  production  in 
1942  was  delayed? 

There  were  formidable  diffi- 
culties in  transforming  a cent- 
imetric  radar  developed  for  night 
fighter  aircraft  for  use  in  heavy 
bombers.  The  technical  problems 
were  tragically  increased  on  June  7 
when  a Halifax  bomber  fitted  with 
our  only  experimental  equipment 
crashed,  killing  A.  D.  Blumldn, 
the  brilliant  electronics  engineer  at 
EMI,  and  members  of  my  group. 

Churchill,  who  had  been  urging 
the  need  for  this  bombing  aid,  was 
undeterred  and  on  July  3 sum- 
moned those  concerned  to  the 
Cabinet  Room  and  demanded 
that  we  should  have  two  squad- 
rons equipped  with  H2S  in  opera- 
tion by  October  — “Our  only 
means  of  inflicting  damage  on  foe 
enemy". 

Thus,  contrary  to  Mr  Barnett's 
assertion,  the  large-scale'  produc- 
tion of  H2S  in  1942  was  never 
considered.  It  was  November, 
1942.  before  a replacement  for  the 
crashed  Halifax  equipped  with 
another  experimental  H2S  in- 
stallation was  available  for  trials 
Bomber  Command.  In  foe  light 
these  events  Mr  Barnett  would 
do  well  to  investigate  the  remark- 
able organization  that  then  led  to 
the  equipment  of  two  dozen  heavy 
bombers  with  H2S  available  for 
operational  use  by  tbe  Pathfinder 
Force  before  the  end  of  1942. 

Meanwhile  there  was  anxiety 
that  if  one  of  these  bombers 
crashed  over  enemy  territory  the 
Germans  would  discover  the  se- 
cret of  generating  high  powers  in 
the  cemimetric  waveband  — the 
magnetron.  The  Secretary  of  State 
for  Air  ruled  that  a decision  on  foe 
operational  use  of  H2S  should 
depend  on  foe  war  situation. 


specifically  whether  the  Russians 
could  hold  the  line  of  the  Volga.  It 
was  this  ruling,  and  not  produc- 
tion difficulties,  that  ultimately 
delayed  foe  operational  use  of 
H2S  until  tbe  night  of  January 
30/31,  1943,  when  the  Pathfinder 
Force  first  employed  h against 
Hamburg. 

Mr  Barnett’s  farther  statement 
that  the  delay  in  the  production  of 
an  improved  version  in  1943-44 
forced  Bomber  Command  to  rely 
on  a supply  of  hand-built  equip- 
ment does  not  take  account  of  the 
course  of  events.  The  reference  is 
to  a secret  arrangement  made  in 
my  office  with  Bomber  Command 
to  equip  six  Pathfinder  Force 
bombers  with  apparatus  giving 
improved  definition.  This  idea 
was  stimulated  by  the  heavy  losses 
suffered  during  foe  raids  on  Berlin 
in  August,  1943,  and  foe  failure  of 
tbe  existing  H2S  to  locate  the 
targets  in  that  city. 

By  mid-November  we  had 
delivered  these  six  heavy  bombers 
to  foe  Pathfinder  Force  and  they 
were  then  used  to  lead  foe 
sequence  of  devastating  attacks  on 
Berlin,  Leipzig  and  other  cities 
deep  in  Germany. 

The  fact  that  there  may  even- 
tually have  been  delays  in  the 
production  of  foe  H2S  for  tbe 
main  bomber  fence  has  nothing  to 
do  with  its  major  impact  in  1943. 
May  I also  remind  Mr  Barnett  that 
it  was  not  a large-scale  production 
but  a modification  to  only  12  of 
these  equipments  made  by  my 
own  group  that  enabled  Coastal 
Command  aircraft  to  operate  over 
the  Bay  of  Biscay  at  night  in  foe 
spring  of  1943  with  such  dramatic 
effect  on  the  anti-U-boat  cam- 
paign. 

There  may  well  be  lessons  for 
today  from  this  history,  but  they 
are  not  those  which  Mr  Barnett 
draws  from  the  bare  statistics. 
May  I surest  that  he  studies  the 
remarkable  and  immediate  war- 
time interaction  between  foe  re- 
search, development,  production 
and  operational  phases  so  sadly 
lacking  today.

Giant  panda  in 
numbers  game 

From  Professor  M.  de  Havilland 
Sir.  Why  has  the  World  Wildlife 
Fund  suddenly  suggested  an 
educational  campaign  in  the  giant 
panda's  habitat  (report,  March  5)? 
A massive  campaign,  instigated  by 
Chinese  scientists,  was  launched 
almost  12  months  ago  in  nearly 

5.000  villages  and  forest  farms 
throughout  Sichuan's  26  panda 
counties. 

Villagers  and  fanners  are  la ught 
about  panda  protection  and  how 
to  cope  effectively  in  emergencies. 
They  are  also  urged  to  stop  cutting 
bamboo  stalks  or  shoots,  which 
are  popular  in  Chinese  cuisine  and 
Xi  Yi  (traditional  medicine),  and 
to  prevent  dogs  from  running, 
wild.  Almost  every  inhabitant  has 
become  a dedicated  panda  guard- 
ian. 

Special  weekly  courses  were 
inaugurated  in  schools  early  last 
year.  Every  primary  and  second- 
ary school  in  Pingwu  County  has 
bad  more  than  100  hours  of  panda 
“tuition"  so  far.  I can  personally 
vouch  for  the  courage  of  five  small 
primary  schoolchildren  from  the 
Yangjing  township  of  Baoxing, 
who  went  to  the  rescue  of  a panda 
under  attack  from  a jackal,  which 
they  drove  off  with  stones. 

Why  does  the  World  Wildlife 
Fund  still  cling  to  foe  myth  of 

1.000  surviving  pandas?  Having 
researched  the  Chinese  panda 
scene  in  depth  over  foe  past  four 
years  and  made  contact  with  239 
Chinese  scientists,  zoologists, 
conservationists,  vets,  panda  re- 
serve staff  forestry  workers,  farm- 
ers and  peasant  villages.  Tibetan 
as  well  as  Chinese,  I conclude  that 
the  total  may  be  300  to  400  at  the 
very  most 

In  1946  the  communist  news- 
paper Ta  KungPao  issued  foe  first 
■warning  to  an  astonished  China 
(and  foe  world)  with  the  front- 
page banner  headline,  “Panda  in 
danger  of  extinction".  Its  con- 
servationist proprietor,  a Sich- 
uanese  himself,  said  in  an 
editorial:  “Only  about  500,  or 
perhaps  less,  of  our  nation's  most 
traditional  animal,  the  panda, 
which  survived  the  Ice  Age,  exist 
today.  Spare  themf" 

Tbe  panda,  which  enjoyed  semi- 
divinity for  centuries,  is  greatly 
revered  by  the  Chinese,  yet  only  a 
third  of  foe  country’s  150  zoos 
display  them.  One  of  China’s 
leading  scientists  told  me:  “There 
are  not  enough  to  go  round".

From  Mr  J.B.H.  Byfield 
Sir,  It  is  reported  that  one  of  the 
design  defects  exposed  by  the 
cross-Channel  ferry  disaster  con- 
cerned the  transverse  corridors 
which  became  undimbable  “lilt 
shafts”  when  the  ship  bad  heeled  * 
through  ninety  degrees. 

Such  a condition  need  not  arise, 
at  least  for  those  with  reasonable 
agility  and  strength,  if  each  cor- 


ridor of  this  kind  had  a simple 
steel  ladder  welded  to  the 
deckhead  (“ceiling"). 

Another  design  principle,  which 
could  be  used  to  serve  the  same 
end  (but  requiring  less  agility), 
would  be  to  arrange  all  such 
corridors  to  incorporate  open- 
trend  stairways  running  in  a 
similar  across-the-ship  direction  so 
that,  no  matter  which  way  the  ship 
heeled,  one  side  or  tbe  other  of  the 
stair  treads  could  be  walked  upon 


leading  towards,  if  not  to,  the 
ship’s  side  nearer  the  surface. 

In  die  case  of  the  first  option, 
the  potential  loss  of  deckhead 
height  would  be  trivial  and  could, 
in  any  case,  easily  be  allowed  for 
during  initial  design  without 
significant  commercial  loss.

Prisons  dilemma 

From  Mr  Richard  Rhodes  James 

Sir,  The  report  of  the  National 
Association  for  the  Care  and 
Resettlement  of  Offenders  pub- 
lished today  (March  6)  illustrates 
with  fearful  clarity  the  bankruptcy 
of  our  sentencing  system. 

Our  prisons  are  grossly  over- 
crowded. The  courts  continue  to 
hand  out  custodial  sentences  on  a 
scale  unmatched  by  any  other  EEC 
country,  assigning  tbe  convicted 
to  a form  of  punishment  generally 
recognised  to  achieve  little  except 


to  degrade  and  to  isolate  those  too 
dangerous  to  be  at  large. 

The  public  cries  out  for  longer 
sentences.  The  judges  grope,  pur- 
sued by  these  cries.  Criminologists 
and  prison  welfare  organizations 
search  for  alternatives,  but  they 
seem  only  half  listened  to.  And 
crowding  grows  apace. 

1 believe  it  was  Churchill  who 
said  that  a nation  should  be  judged 
by  what  it  does  with  those  who 
break  its  laws.  Where  does  that 
leave  us?

MAJOR  SEGRAVE  ON 
HIS  ACHIEVEMENT. 

ANOTHER  ATTEMPT  TO 
BE  MADE. 

(From  Our  Own  Correspondent- ) 
NEW  YORK.  March  12 
Notwithstanding  his  great  ach- 
ievement yesterday  in  establishing 


a speed  record  far  above  anything 
ever  done  before  in  a motor-car, 
and  notwithstanding  that  he  more 
than  emee  escaped  death  almost  by 
a miracle.  Major  Segrave  is  going 
to  try  to  get  an  even  higher  speed 
out  of  his  Golden  Arrow  before  he 
leaves  Daytona  Beach.  He  is 
satisfied  that  it  is  capable  of  doing 
at  least  240  miles  an  hour. 

Major  Segrave  said  last  night 
that  the  beach  was  not  nearly  so 
good  as  it  was  two  years  ago  when 
he  made  203.78  miles  an  hour  with 
his  Sunbeam.  “On  each  run  to-day 
I ran  through  several  patches  of 
water,  where  I left  tracks  half  an 
inch  deep.  These  soft  places  slowed 
me  up  and  wwde  steering 
difficulties.”  On  his  run  northward 
be  stud  he  struck  a bump  that 
nearly  buried  him  from  the  cock- 
pit The  shock  dislodged  a tap  from 
the  cooling  system,  and  he  ended 
the  run  with  hot-water  steam 
spraying  his  face.  He  ended  his 
southward  ran  with  the  right 
lateral  radiator  cracked  from  end  to 
end.  Once  when  the  car  struck  a 
pool  of  water  tbe  tail  of  Golden 
Arrow  gave  an  angry  twist  “I 
thought  the  steering  wheel  was 
going  to  be  wrenched  out  of  my 
bands.”  he  said. 

He  set  his  course  by  red  bull's- 
eye  lights  suspended  over  the 
middle  of  the  track,  sighting  them 
with  a rifle  sight  and  discarding  the 
telescopic  sight  with  which  the  car 
was  equipped.

Mr  Fyodor  Gusev,  Soviet 
ambassador  in  London  from 
1943  to  1946,  died  on  March 
10. 


Fyodor  Tarasovich  Gusev 
was  born  in  1905.  At  the  age  of 
26  he  graduated  from  foe 
Leningrad.  Institute  of  Eco- 
nomic Planning,  apd  thence- 
. forward,  until  1935,  served  on 
the  staff  of  foe  ^ economic 
planning  oommisrion  of  the 
Leningrad  area- ; 

In  1935,  however,  his  inter- 
est was  toning  to  foe  diplo- 
matic service,  and  in  that  year 
be  entered  the  Soviet  Institute 
for  Diplomatic  arid  Consular 
Officials,  : wiiere  - he  learned 
EngBsh  and  made  , a .special 
study  of  British  instittnions. 
He  graduated  from  foe  insti- 
tute in  1937.  : ...... 

Gusev's  ability  did  not  go 
unnoticed,  and  in  August  1942 
he  was  amiointcd  diplomatic 
representative  of  foe  Soviet 
Union  in  Canada  - Russia's 
.first  minister  to  the  Domin- 
ion.

MrC  J.  “Tiny**  Lear,  editor 
of  the  News  of the  World  from 
1970  to  1973,  died  on  March 
II.  He  was  75. 

Lear,  whose  6ft  2in  stature 
invited  bis  absurd  nick-name, 
was  a well-liked  figure  around 
Fleet  street  for  a number  of 
decades  after  the  war. 

Cyril  James  Lear  was  born  ' 
on  September  9,  1911.  He: 
went  to  Hoe  Grammar  school 
Plymouth,  and  joined  the 
local  paper,  the  Western 
Morning  News,  in  1928.  Later 
he  went  to  foe  Daily  Mail,  and 
just  before  the  war  joined  The 
Daily  Telegraph, 

He  had  already  become  a 
territorial  in  the  Sid  Battalion 
Queen's  Westminsters,  and 
when  war  came  he  joined  the 
Berkshire  Regiment,  serving 
in  Scotland  and  Northern 
Ireland 

In  L946  he  went  to  the  News 
af  the  World,  where  he  spent 
most  of  the  rest  of  his  working 
life. 

Lear  was  a sub-editor  to  his 
fingertips,  but  a highly  literate 
one.  He  could  dress  up  the 
gleanings  from  provincial 
newspapers  which  formed  so 
great  a part  of  the  diet  of.  the 
News  of  the  World  of  those 
early  post-war  times,  and  give 
them  style  and  wit.

Keeping  brain  cells 
alive  after  injury

An  injuryfo  one  pxrt  of  the  brain 
or  spinal  end  often  results  in 
dsnage  to  cells  in  another  part, 
sometimes  as  much  as  a metre 
away  from  the  original  ipjny-

Cells  of  the  nervous  system,  or 
neurom*  commaiicate  with  each 
other  by  means  of  Gbres  whw 
ntdiate  from  the  cell  body.  The 
trouble  comes  when  _ fibres, 
known  as  axons,  stretching  to  a 
distant  neurone,  are  severed. 
Earlier  work  hod  suggested  that 
the  distant  neoroaes  may  suffer 

because  they  w> Jotter  receive  a 
substance  essestial  for  thev 
well-being  which  is  normally 
transmitted  along,  die  axons. 

One  of  the  substances  essen- 
tial for  the  health  of  ar  least 
some  types  of  neurone  is  called 
nerve . growth  factor.  This  ts 
produced  in  aa  area  of  the  brain 
known  ns  die  hippocampos.  And 
Dr  Lawrence  Kromer,  of 
Georgetown  UnlverrfQ1,  Wash- 
ingtoa  DC  who  fc  responsible 
for  this  latest  work,  identified  2 
class  of  brain  teDs  in  another 
area  of  the  brain  called  the 
medial  septate,  Hat  respond 
well  to  it. 

So  he  set  out  to  test  whether 
Che  artificial  admintstradon  of 
nerve  growth  factor  wonld  affect 
the  survival  of  neurones  in  the 
medial  septum  whose  axons 
extending  into  the  hippocampus 
had  been  severed. 

He  performed  his  -experi- 
raems  on  rats-  Eighty iiencenE  ®f 

the  media/  septum » neurones 
which  did  not  receive  ’nerve 


To\  achieve  such  . survival , 
rates,  though,  it  was  essential  to 
start  riving  the  factor  wry  soon-| 
after  the  byuy.  “If  yon  wait  for 
six  days”,  says  Dr  Kromor 
“about!  60  pm1  cent  iff  the  cells 
haveafeady  died”.  OBeremain- 
ing  uhrertamfy  is  knowing  for 
how  la®®  it  needs  to  beadmfn- 
isterei^  and  that  is  In  be  the 
subject  of  Dr  Kramer3!*  fntnre 
investigations.  He  Is  mqtloruig 
way*  of  making  the  . damaged 
axons  regenerate. 

The  particular-  medial 
septram  neurones  that  Dr 
Kromer  has  sndied  [day  a vital 
role  in  memory  and  learning. 
Si  (nations  in  which  they  may  be 
damaged  indade  surgery  (0  treat 
a brain  tumour  and  some 
Strokes-  . Their  gradual  degen- 
eration Is  also  responsible  for 
Alzheimer's  disease. 

One  task  for  the  fatare  will  be 
to  identify  other  classes  oS 
pearonc  that  respond  in  a simi- 
lar way  to  nerve  growth  factor. 
Another  will  be  to  find  different 
hot  similar  factors  that  are 
responsible  for  the  well-being  of 
yet  another  newrone  types. 

**We  already  know  of  two  or 
three  other  factors  that  promote 
survival  in  the  peripheral  ner- 
vous system  (nerves  outside  the 
brain  ami  spinal  cord)”  says  Dr 
Kromer.  “We  need  to  identify 
more  and  more  and  the  cells 
which  respond  to  them’ .

Sterling 
‘soon  to 
join  EMS’

The  pound  slipped  yes- 
terday, after  dear  signals  from 
the  Bank  of  England  that  its 
rise  has  gone  far  enough,  and 
amid  City  rumours  that  the 
Government  is  about  to  take 
sterling  into  the  European 
Monetary  System. 

There  are  suggestions  that 
the  Chancellor  could  an- 
nounce that  be  is  exploring  the 
possibility  of  fall  EMS 
membership  for  the  pound 
during  his  Budget  speech 

Dr  Gerard  Lyons,  UK 
economist  at  the  brokers  Sa- 
vory Milln,  said  that  there  was 
now  a “window  of 
opportunity”  to  take  the 
pound  into  the  EMS  after  the 
agreement  between  finance 
ministers  of  the  leading  six 
industrial  nations  in  Paris  last 
month. 

The  prospect  of  EMS 
membership  would  allow  a cut 
in  base  rates  by  two  points  to 
8.5  per  cent  and  allow  the 
Chancellor  to  use  the  lion's 
share  of  The  £5  billion  at  his 
disposal  to  cut  tax.  Dr  Lyons 
said. 

Treasury  officials  expressed 
some  surprise  at  the  sugges- 
tion. Comments  at  the  end  of 
last  year  by  the  Prime  Min- 
ister and  Downing  Street  of- 
ficials appeared  to  rule  out 
EMS  membership  until  after 
the  general  election. 

It  would  be  possible,  how- 
ever, for  the  Chancellor  to 
announce  his  intentions  for 
the  pound  during  his  Budget 
speech.  EMS  membership 
does  not  require  prior  Par- 
liamentary approval.

Tlwy  say  too  many  big 
developments  could -spell' the 
end  for  high  streets  all  over  the 
country,  and  add  that  about 
60  are  planned' with  areas  of 
more  than  250,000  sq  ft. 

The  campaign,  supported 
by  half  a dozen  southern 
English  local  authorities  and 
Mhers  in  Wales,  Greater  Man- 
chester, and  Tyne  and  Wear,  is 
led  by  Southampton  City 
Council. 

It  will  make  its  point  tomor- 
row by  filling  its  city  centre 
shopping  - area  with  cows, 
sheep,  poultry  and  other  ani- 
mals to  demonstrate,  it  says 
*The  illogical  nature  of  out-of- 
town  shopping  schemes*'. 

The  campaigners  are  hoping 
for  support  further  north  front' 
groups  in  the  Glasgow  area, 
Strathclyde  region,  and  Edin- 
burgh. 

They  say  that  areas  where 
multinational  out-of-town 
developers  threaten  estab- 
lished trade  are  Manchester,- 
Birmingham.  Exeter.  Leices- 
ter, the  North-east  of  England, 
Humberside  and  Yorkshire. 

A spokesman  for  the  cam- 
paign said:  “We  are  into  the 
second  phase  where  they  are 
doubling  and  trebling  the 
existing  floor  space.” 

One  group  echoing  those 
fears  yesterday,  though  not 
directly  involved  in  the  cam- 
paign. was  Exeter  Chamber  of 
Trade. 

Mr  Martin  Walsh,  its  chief 
executive,  said:  “If  you  look  at 
the  American  experience  they 
are  having  to  pump  money 
into  high  streets  to  keep  them 
open.

It  is  not  easy  to  communicate  with 
the  Japanese  in  language  that  you  are 
sure  they  understand;  it  may  be 
necessary  to  abandon  words  and  simply 
act  in  ways  that  cannot  be  misunder- 
stood. Such  a point  may  shortly  be 
reached  in  the  trade  dialogue  between 
Britain  and  Japan:  for  despite  a long  a 
continuous  verbal  barrage  against 
Japan's  devious  protectionism,  the  bar- 
riers remain  high,  vicious  and  almost 
totally  secure. 

Tbe  Oriental  wire  has  just  claimed  ! 1 
British  companies  interested  in  bidding 
to  supply  equipment  and  services  for 
the  new  Kansai  International  Airport 
near  Osaka,  and  another  potential 
victim.  Gable  & Wireless,  is  writhing  on 
it.  .As  Dr  Yoshio  Tekeuchi,  the  KIA 
president,  sees  no  room  for  foreign 
companies  in  building  tbe  artificial 
island  where  the  airport  will  be  sited, 
nor  in  building  the  bridge  leading  to  it, 
all  overseas  companies  have  been  struck 
off  the  list  for  three-quarters  of  the  work 
f£3  billion),  while  their  chances  of 
gening  anything  at  all  from  the  rest  (£1 
billion)  are  dimmed  by  the  designated 
tender  system  which  favours  Japanese 
firms. 

The  case  of  Cable  & Wireless,  if  it 
ends  in  the  way  the  Ministry  of  Post  and 
Telecommunications  and  the  old  im- 
perial guard  manifestly  intends  it  wilL 
will  be  even  more  blatant.

American  (Pacific  Telesis).  Only  in 
terms  of  C&Ws  wealth  of  experience 
and  high  technological  competence  is 
IDC  in  a real  sense  “foreign." 

But  herein  lies  the  perceived  threat 
I DCs  rival.  International  Communica- 
tions Japan,  is  both  wholly  Japanese 
and  without  any  particular  skills  that 
would  help  to  distinguish  it  in  the  field 
of  international  telecommunications. 
Whereas  IDC  would  build  new  capacity 
that  would  include  a trans-Pacific  cable, 
market  new  products  and  services  and 
undercut  rates  charged  by  tbe  telephone 
monopoly,  Kokusai  Denshin  Denwa, 
ITJ  whose,  members  include  the  big 
three,  trading  houses  — Mitsubishi, 
Mitsui  and  Sumitomo,  as  well  as 
Matsushita  and  again,  Toyota  — would 
simply  play  patsy  with  KDD,  leasing 
lines  and  reselling  KDD  equipment 
Mrs  Thatcher  last  week  described  the 
C&W  application  as  “a  test  case”  and 
she  has  given  the  Japanese  Prime 
Minister,  Yasuhiro  Nakasone,  the  bene- 
fit of  her  views.  Mr  Nakasone  and  and 
both  the  foreign  and  trade  ministries 
appear  to  have  recognized  that  there  is 
more  in  this  issue  than  the  award  of  a li- 
cence. to  operate  in  a major  Japanese 


market.  There  is  a tilting  in  the  Japanese 
trading  situation  vis-a-vis  the  rest  of  the 
world.  While  the  balance  of  payments 
surpluses  are  huge  and  will  continue  to 
rise  in  US  dollar  terms  for  some  time 
ahead,  the  yen's  appreciation  means 
that  imports  into  Japan  are  likely  to 
expand  and  Japanese  growth  in  future 
will  depend  less  on  exports  and  more  on 
stimulating  domestic  demand.  At  the 
same  time  the  Japanese,  in  order  to 
escape  some  of  the  effects  of  the  rising 
yen,  will  move  faster  toward  setting  up 
their  own  or  joint  manufacturing  ven- 
tures in  other  countries. 

Mr  Nakasone  has  publicly  recognized 
that  no  longer  having  an  undervalued 
currency  will,  or  should,  impose  struc- 
tural changes  in  Japan  and  a relhnking 
of  certain  attitudes  inside  Japan 
Incoporated.  It  would  be  unfortunate 
for  the  Japanese  if  at  a time  when  these 
changes  are  being  forced  on  them  they 
were  also  to  be  confronted  with  a 
concerted  move  by  the  United  States, 
Britain  and  other  European  Community 
countries  to  discrimate  against  Japanese 
exports. 

Already  Japan  is  on  notice  from  the 
.Americans  and  ourselves  that  if  they 
wish  their  incursions  into  financial 
services  in  New  York  and  London  to 
continue  and  expand,  reciprocal  access 
to  Tokyo  markets  is  an  essential  part  of 
the  priix.  If  C&W  is  blocked,  after  the 
efforts  the  Japanese  put  up  to  reduce 
American  participation  in  satellites 
(Hughes)  and  domestic 
telecommuncations  (Motorola),  it 
would  surely  be  the  signal  to  raise  the 
flag,  beat  tbe  drum  and  fight  back  in 
domestic  battlefields  where  the  odds 
favour  the  home  side  more 

The  Japanese  have  been  almost 
totally  successful  in  keeping  out 
companies  where  the  advantage 
lay  with  the  foreign  exporter.  Their  idea 
of  a joke  is  to  welcome  exports  which 
have  virtually  no  chance  against  the 
home  made  article:  cars  for  example.  In 
return  they  have  been  allowed  enor- 
mous access  to  major  markets  in  tbe 
West.  That  is  not  to  deny  the  quality 
and  competitiveness  of  their  goods;  but 
the  game,  if  it  is  to  be  played  to 
everyone's  satisfaction,  does  require 
creditor  nations  to  understand  and  carry 
out  their  obligations. 

For  every  £1  worth  of  telecommuni- 
cations goods  the  UK  exported  to  Japan 
in  1985,  the  Japanese  sold  us  £80  worth. 
Where  there  is  a genuine  opportunity  to 
redress  this  imbalance  with  an  export 
that  would  also  benefit  Japan,  it  would 
be  cynicism  of  a high  order  for  the 
Japanese  to  dose  it  There  would  be  no 
room  left  for  comforting  illusions  about 
Japanese  attitudes  or  intentions.  It 
would  be  a time  for  action.

Mr  Robert  Scholey,  the 
chairman  of  British  Sted 
Corporation,  has  offered  to 
shed  three  million  tonnes  of 
steel  making  capacity  in  Brit- 
ain as  part  of  a European 
producers’  plan  for  self-im- 
posed cuts. 

But  his  offer,  according  to 
steel  industry  sources,  matte 
privately  earlier  this  year, 
would  have  been  seen  in  the 
industry  as  a death  sentence 
for  BSCs  Scottish  steelworks 
at  Ravenscraig  and  threatened 
to  embarrass  . the 
Government. 

He  was  forced  to  withdraw 
it  last  month. 

Senior  ministers  are  under- 
stood to  have  intervened  to 
change  Mr  Scho ley’s  mind, 
since  the  proposed  cuts  would 
have  made  nonsense  of  a 
Government  pledge  to  keep 
all  five  BSC  integrated  steel 
plants  until  August  next  year 
at  least. 

Mr  Malcolm  Rifldnd,  Sec- 
retary of  State  for  Scotland, 
met  Mr  Scholey  on  February 
26  to  discuss  BSCs  Scottish 
operations,  but  no  details  were 
disclosed. 

The  Department  of  Trade 
and  Industry  said  yesterday 
that  the  Government  had  not 
altered  its  commitment,  nor 
had  any  decisions  been  made 
about  the  future  of  the  five 
mills  after  next  year. 

EEC  steel  ministers  meet  in 
Brussels  next  Thursday  to 
consider  European  Commis- 
sion plans  to  liberalize  the 
steel  industry.  It  was  to  head 
off  commission  moves  that 
community  steelmakers, 
under  their  trade  association - 
Eurofer,  came  up  with  a plan 
for  self-imposed  cuts. 

A survey  conducted  in 
January  for  Eurofer  by  Peat 
Marwick,  the  accountants, 
showed  producers  ready  to 
shed  more  than  nine  million 
tonnes  of  capacity.  This  offer 
contained  Mr  Scholey’s  three 
million  tonnes  of  hot  strip.

duties  were  not  carried  out.  He 
had  urged  that  a rate  should  be 
made  at  a very  early  date. 

On  May  7,  1985,  the  counol’s 
policy  and  finance  committee 
had  rejected  a motion  that  the 
chairman  submit  proposals  to 
the  next  council  meeting  to 
enable  it  to  fix  a rate,  and  that 
had  been  approved  by  the 
council  on  May  21.

The  facts  gathered  from  docu- 
ments appended  to  the  notice 
had  been  stated  to  show  that 
there  had  been  no  lawful  jus- 
tification for  the  delay. 

Certain  specific  losses  result- 
ing from  the  delay  bad  been 
identified,  including  the  loss  of 
interest  on  stuns  that  would,  but 


for  the  delay,  have  been  paid  at 
an  earlier  date  than  had  actually 
been  the  case  by  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Social  Security  in 
respect  of  the  rate  rebates  ele- 
ment of  housing  benefit  subsidy 
and  by  the  Treasury  Valuer  in 
respect  of  contributions  in  lieu 
of  rates  on  Crown  property.  The 
total  of  such  loss  had  been  stated 
to  be  £106.103. 

The  appellant  councillors  had 
been  identified  as  persons  who 
by  their  voting  or  absence  might 
have  failed  to  discharge  their 
duty  as  members  of  the  council 
and  might  therefore  be  guilty  of 
wilftil  misconduct  resulting  in 
the  losses  in  question. 

The  councillors  had  chosen  to 
make  a collective  response  to 
the  notice.  It  had  been  prepared 
with  the  assistance  of  the  chief 
executive  of  the  council,  who 
was  legally  qualified  and  had 
great  experience  in  local  gov- 
ernment, and  had  been  sent  to 
the  auditor  on  July  19,  1985. 

The  councillors  had  relied  on 
various  matters  that  they 
claimed  rebutted  the  auditor's 
provisional  view  that  they  had 
been  gtnby  of  wilful  miscon- 
duct. 

Their  principal  contention 
bad  been  that,  considering  that 
the  relevant  legislation  laid 
down  no  date  by  which  a rate 
bad  to  be  set,  it  had  been 
sufficient  if  they  bad  done  so 
within  a reasonable  time  after 
the  stan  of  the  financial  year, 
and  that  the  delay  until  June  14, 
1985,  haul  been  reasonable  be- 
cause they  had  hoped  or  ex- 
ported to  be  able  to  persuade 
ministers  to  make  larger  grants 
available  to  Liverpool  than  they 
had  previously  expressed  them- 
selves as  willing  to  da 

In  that  respect  they  had 
founded  on  the  circumstance 
that  in  relation  to  the  year ! 984- 
85  their  efforts  in  that  direction 
had  met  with  some  success  and 
that  the  then  district  auditor  in 
his  report  of  June  7,  1984,  had 
stressed  the  importance  of  June 
20  as  the  latest  date  for  making  a 
rate,  in  order  to  permit  of 
ratepayers  exercising  their  statu- 
tory right  to  pay  rates  by  10 
monthly  instalments. 

It  had  been  contended  that 
the  councillors  had  been  in- 
fluenced throughout  by  a sincere 
desire  to  maKimire  the  re- 
sources available  to  the  people 
of  Liverpool  and  thus  to  do  their 
best  to  alleviate  the  unsatisfac- 
tory conditions  prevailing  there. 

There  had  been  sent  along 
with  the  representations  various 
documents  to  which  it  had  been 
desired  that  the  auditor  should 
have  regard  as  supporting  the 
councillors’  contentions. 

It  was  to  be  observed  that  the 
representations  had  not  faced  up 
to  the  circumstance  that, 
whether  or  not  additional  funds 
might  have  been  secured  from 
government  sources,  delay  in 
making  a rate  must  inevitably 
have  bad  an  adverse  effect  on 
the  city’s  finances  through  delay 
in  the  receipt  of  items  ofincome 
that  depended  on  a rate  having 
been  set. 

Nor  had  the  representations 
drawn  attention  to  any  records, 
whether  of  meetings  of  the 
council  and  its  committees  or  of 
meetings  of  the  ruling  political 
group  represented  by  the  appel- 
lant councillors,  describing  the 
reasons  for  ibe  delay  in  making 
a rate. 

On  September  6.  1985.  die 
auditor  had  issued  his  certifi- 
cate. It  had  been  accompanied 
by  a lengthy  statement  of  rea- 
sons for  its  issue  setting  out  the 
history  of  the  matter  and  dealing 
in  considerable  detail  with  the 
appellant  councillors* 
representations,  before  setting 
out  the  auditor’s  conclusions. 

Those  had  been  that  the  delay 
in  making  a rate  had  been 
deliberate,  that  its  intention  had 
been  to  use  the  non-malting  of 
the  rate  as  a lever  in  an  attempt 
to  prise  additional  money  from 
central  government,  that  there 
had  been  no  justifiable  reason 
for  supposing  that  delay  would 
influence  central  government  to 
increase  the  rate  support  grant 

and  the  councillors  had 

known  that  to  delay  unreason- 
ably was  a wrongful  act  or  had 
been  recklessly  indifferent  as  to 
whether  it  was  or  not. 

Finally,  it  had  been  concluded 
that  a loss  of  £106.103  was  a 
direct  consequence  of  the  delay 
in  malting  a rate,  and  the 
appellant  councillors  had  been 
identified  as  those  responsible 
for  the  delay. 

Before  the  Divisional  Court, 
counsel  then  acting  for  the 
appellant  councillors  appeared 
to  have  concentrated  on  the 
merits  of  the  appeal  rather  than 
on  allegations  of  procedural 
irregularity  on  the  part  of  the 
auditor.  Affidavits  had  been 
lodged  by  all  the  councillors 
together  with  a considerable 
amount  of  documentary  evi- 
dence that  had  not  been  before 
the  auditor. 


ough 

none  of  the  councillors  had 
given  any  oral  evidence.  Their 
counsel  had  submitted  that  it 
would  be  inappropriate  for  the 
court  to  investigate  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  political  caucus 
represented  by  them.  The  de- 
cision of  the  Divisional  Court 
dismissing  the  appeal  bad  been 
affirmed  by  the  Court  of  AppeaL 

The  argument  for  the  coun- 
cillors in  the  House  of  Lords  had 
not  invited  their  Lordships  to 
enter  deeply  into  the  merits  of 
the  question  whether  or  not  they 
had  been  guilty  of  wilful  mis- 
conduct, nor  had  attention  been 
drawn  to  any  details  of  the 
affidavits  and  other  material 
placed  before  the  Divisional 
Court. 

The  substance  of  the  argu- 
ment had  been  that  the  auditors 
decision  had  been  vitiated  by  his 
failure  to  offer  the  councillors  an 
oral  hearing  before  reaching  it 
and  should  therefore  have  been 
quashed. 

The  argument  had  been  sup- 
ported by  an  examination  of 
earlier  legislation  in  regard  to 
local  government  audits,  start- 
ing with  the  Poor  Law  Amend- 
ment Act  1844,  where  oral 
hearings  had  been  the  order  of 
the  day.  It  had  been  maintained 
that  the  councillors  had  had  a 
legitimate  expectation  that  they 
would  be  offered  an  oral  hearing 
before  the  auditor  arrived  at  his 
decision. 

If  the  auditor  had  reached  a 
decision  adverse  to  the  coun- 
cillors without  giving  them  any 
opportunity  at  ail  of  making 
representations  to  him,  there 
could  be  no  doubt  that  his 
procedure  would  have  been 
contrary  to  the  rules  of  natural 
justice  and  that,  subject  to  the 
question  whether  the  defect  had 
been  capable  of  being  cured  on 
appeal  to  the  Divisional  Court, 
the  derision  would  have  fallen 
to  be  quashed. 

In  the  event,  written 
representations  alone  had  been 
asked  for.  Those  had  been  duly 
furnished,  in  considerable  de- 
tail, and  an  oral  bearing  had  not 
been  requested,  although  that 
could  easily  have  been  done, 
and  there  was  no  reason  to 
suppose  that  the  request  would 
not  have  been  granted. 

None  of  the  councillors  had 
stated,  in  his  or  her  affidavit 
before  the  Divisional  Court 
that  he  had  had  an  expectation 
that  an  oral  hearing,  though  not 
asked  for.  would  be  offered. 

The  true  question  was 
whether  the  auditor  bad  acted 
fairly  in  all  the  circumstances.  It 
was  easy  to  envisage  cases  where 
an  oral  hearing  would  dearly  be 
essential  in  the  interests  of 
fairness. 

If  the  councillors  had  at- 
tended an  oral  hearing  they 
would  no  doubt  have  reiterated 
the  sincerity  of  their  motives 
from  the  point  of  view  of 
advancing  the  interests  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Liverpool. 

It  seemed  unlikely,  having 
regard  to  the  postion  adopted 
by  their  counsel  on  that  matter 
before  the  Divisional  Co  art, 
that  they  would  have  been 
willing  to  reveal  or  answer 
questions  about  the  proceedings 
of  their  political  caucus. 

The  sincerity  of  their  motives 
was  not  something  capable  of 
justifying  or  excusing  failure  to 
cany  out  a statutory  duty  or  of 
making  reasonable  what  other- 
wise had  been  an  unreasonable 
delay  in  carrying  out  such  a 
duty. 

In  all  the  circumstances,  his 
Lordship  was  of  opinion  that  the 
auditor  had  not  acted  unfairly 
and  that  the  procedure  that  he 
had  followed  had  not  involved 
any  prejudice  to  the  councillors. 

On  that  view,  the  question 
whether  such  unfairness,  had  it 
existed,  had  been  capable  of 
bring  cured  by  the  appeal  to  the 
High  Court  did  not  arise  directly 
for  decision. 

Il  was,  however,  his 
Lordship's  opinion  that  the 
particular  appeal  mechanism 
provided  for  by  section  20(3)  of 
the  1982  Act,  considered  in  its 
context,  was  apt  to  enable  the 
court,  notwithstanding  that  it 
found  some  procedural  defect  in 
the  conduct  of  an  audit  that  had 
resulted  in  a certificate  based  on 
wilful  misconduct,  to  inquire 
into  the  merits  of  the  case  and 
arrive  at  its  own  decisioii- 

His  Lordship  agreed  entirely 
with  the  reasons  of  the  Di- 
visional Court  and  the  Court  of 
Appeal  for  rejecting  ihe 
councillors’  argument  that  the 
loss  of  £106.103  had  not  been 
shown  to  have  been  caused  by 
their  wilful  misconduct 

Lord  Bridge  and  .Lord 
Tempieman  delivered  opinions 
concurring  in  dismissing  the 
appeal,  and  Lord  Brandon  and 
Lord  Griffiths  agreed.

Duty  not  to  waste  Lords’  time 


Ainsbcry  v Millington 
Before  Lord  Bridge  of  Harwich,

It  was  the  duty  of  counsel  and 
solicitors  in  any  pending  appeal 
in  publicly  funded  litigation, 
whenever  an  event  occurred 
which  arguably  disposed  of  the 
matter  in  contention,  either  to 
ensure  that  the  appeal  was 
withdrawn  by  consent  or,  in  the 
absence  of  agreement,  to  bring 
the  forts  promptly  to  the  appel- 
late court  and  to  seek  directions. 

The  House  of  Lords  so  held  in 
dismissing  an  appeal  from  a 
decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeal 
(Lord  Justice  Dillon  and  Lord 
Justice  Croom-Johnson)  (The 
Times  August  12.  1985)  in 
respect  of  an  application  for  an 
ouster  injunction. 

The  House  had  declined  to 
hear  argument  on  the  merits  of 
the  appeal  after  hearing  that  the 
council  house  had  been  restored 
to  the  possession  of  the  council 
and  that  neither  party  to  the 
appeal  any  longer  lived  there.

LORD  BRIDGE  said  that  the

[that  the  House  did  not  decide 
academic  questions]  should  be 
confined  in  its  application  to 
cases  where  ibe  point  of  taw  at 
issue  was  peculiar  to  the  facts  of 
the  case  or  arose  on  the 
construction  of  particular  docu- 
ments. 

It  should  not.  it  was  submit- 
ted. inhibit  tbe  House  from 
resolving,  even  in  the  absence  of 
any  live  issue  between  the 
parties,  a question  of  law  of 
general  importance  which,  as 
was  said  to  be  the  case  in  the 
present  appeal,  different  de- 
cisions of  the  Court  of  Appeal

Assuming  without  deciding 
that  that  was  the  case,  his 
Lordship  did  not  see  that  it 
made  any  difference,  nor  could 
he  accept  that  the  principle  in 
Sun  Life  was  to  be  limited  as 
suggested. 

In  the  instant  case  neither 
parly  could  have  anv  interest  at 
all  in  the  outcome  of  the  appeal.

The  Government  will  not 
move  immediately  to  tighten 
controls  on  the  operation  of 
the  bookmaking  industry  to 
increase  safeguards  for  punt- 
ers. But  it  has  begun  to  make 
warning  noises,  acknowledg- 
ing foe  disquiet  over  the 
bookmaker-dominated  sat- 
ellite television  broadcasting 
to  betting  shops. 

Douglas  Hogg,  Par- 
liamentary Secretary  at  the 
Home  Office,  has  told  Geoff 
Lawler,  Conservative  MP  for 
Bradford  North,  in  a Com- 
mons written  reply:  “We  have 
no  (dans  at  present  to 
strengthen  foe  controls  in  tire 
Betting.  Gaming  and  Lotteries 
Act  1963." 

Mr  Hogg's  reply 
continued--“We  are  aware  of 
foe  concern  about  certain 
recent  developments  and  foe 
consideration  being  given  to 
these  matters  by  foe  Office  of 
Fair  Trading.  We  shall  con- 
tinue to  maintain  a dose 
interest  in  the  operation  of  the 
present  controls”.  The  Office 
of  Fair  Trading  is  looking  at 
recent  developments  to  see  if 
they  contravene  the  1980 
Competition  Act  or  the  1976 
Restrictive  Trade  Practices 
AcL 

The  Big  Four  bookmaking 
firms  — Ladbrokes,  William 
Hill.  Mecca  and  Coral  — have 


a 45  per  cent  share  in  Satellite 
Information  Services  (SIS), 
which  will  broadcast  bone- 
racing  and  greyhound-raring 
direct  from  the  tracks  to  the 
betting  shops,  beginning  on 
May  I. 

There  is  much  concern  in 
raring,  as  The  Times  has 
revealed,  that  so  much  power 
should  be  exercised  by  book- 
makers. The  only  other 
shareholders  of  SIS  so  for  are 
the  Tote,  with  five  per  cent, 
and  the  Racecourse  Associ- 
ation (RCA),  representing 
Britain's  59  horse-racing 
tracks,  with  10  per  cent.

that  is  quite  useless  for  free 
skating  and  they  take  so  many 
hours  of  effort  and  anguish.” 
In  deleting  the  figraes,  die 
skaters  and  trainers  would 
have  more  time  to  ovate  better 
choreography,  “beautiful 
steps  and  beantifnl 
movements”. 

She  was  not  my  excited  at 
foe  thought  of  the  first  qua- 
druple jump  developed  by 
Brian  Britain,  of  the  United.

We 
mustn’t  forget  that  what  hap- 
pens in  between  the  jumps  is 
important,  too.  I don’t  Eke  to 
see  a skater  simply  stroking 
from  one  end  of  tiie  rink  to  the 
other  in  order  to  wind  np  for  a 
big  jamp.”  If  we  take  out  foe 
compulsory  figures  — only  for 
senior  skaters,  remember  — 
there  will  be  more  time  to 
develop  a complete  pro- 
gramme.
